English National Conference 
Outlines “Magna Charta” 
of Workers.

LONDON, April 5.——Eight 
hundred representatives of British 
labor and capital at today's meeting 
of the industrial conference unani- 
mously adopted the report of the 
provisional joint committee of the 
conference which will most probably 
prove to be British labor's Magna 
Charta and al the same time a death 
blow to the irresponsible and Bolshe- 
vistic labor element. 

The outstanding proposals of 
the report are: 
The legislative enactment of 

a nationwide normal working 

week of forty-eight hours for all 

employees. 
The legislative enactment of 

a nationwide minimum wage. | 

The recognition of the 
trade unions and the employ- 
ers organizations as the basis 
for negotiations between capi- 
ital and labor. 


The prevention of unemploy- 
ment and the maintenance of 


unemployed workers. 


The creation of a permanent 
national industrial council of 
representatives of employers 


"and employees to consider and 


thie was forecast in a 
Premier Lioyd George, which Sir 
Robert Horne, Minister of Laber, 
who presided, read at the opening 
of the meeting, saying: . 

“If the recommendations of the 
committee receive the approval of 
the conference the government will 
aive them their immediate and sym- 
pathetic consideration.” 

Sir Robert Horne, speaking at the 
close of the conference on the gov- 
ernment’s attitude towards the re- 
pert, rather intimated official ap- 
proval when he said that, though he 
could not yet pleiige the Cabinet's 
sanction, he “would not be here to- 
day if he did not believe the princi- 
¢ ples of the report would receive the 
approval of the government.” 


CALLED BY PREMIER. 
To realize how far the British 
government is committed to the 
adoption of the conference's resolu- 


tion may be judged by the additional 
fact that the frst meeting of the 
National Industrial Conference, on 
February 27, was called by Premier 
Lioyd George in order to see if the 
British employers and employeés 
could not agree on a national labor 
pregramme for the alleviation of In- 
dustrial unrest. 

The resolution, introduced by 
Arthur Henderson, chairman of the 
trade-union group of the provisional 
Joint Committee of Conference, for- 
mer member of the War Cabinet 
and secretary of the labor party, is 
as follows: 

“This conference, representing the 
employers and trade unions, wel- 
comes the report and agrees to sub- 
mit it to their constituent organiza- 
tions [individual trade unions and 
employers’ associations] as soon as 
the government announces it is 
ready to take the neceseary legis- 
lative and other action, and that the 
provisional Joint Committee should 
continue in’ being until a permanent / 
national counct! is established.” 


PLEDGE DEMANDED. 
The form of this resolution admit- 


tedly took Sir Robert Horne by sur- 
prise. He had expected that the 
conference would immediately sub- 
mit the committee’s report te the 
constituent unions and employers’ 
organizations before asking for the 
government's decision. This was 
partly the reason he wae unable defi- 
nitely to pledge the government, al- 
though he also pointed out the po- 
sition of Lioyd George, being so 
fully occupied with the work of the 
Paris conference. 

However, both Mr. Henderson and 
Sir Allan M. Smith, who spoke for 
the employers, stated that the con- 
ference demanded the government's 
indorsement of the report as @ guar- 
antee of good faith before asking the 
trade unions and employers’ organ- 
izations to approve the recommen- 
dations. 

All speakers emphasized ‘the 
greatest hope for a successfu) solu- 
tien of the industrial unrest if the 
government sanctions the  pro- 
gramme, owing to the spirit of co- 
operation, fair play and mutpal con- 
animating the commiutiee, 
which drew up the report, and the 
full conference, which adopted it.

have adopted American courts’ rul- 
ings. 

Mr. Root discussed the League of 

Nations proposal, assuring the -Earl 
of “ey | that “ft is the earnest 
hope of the American people that 
in due form and by wise and suit- 
able provisions, the country which 
you represent, and ovr own may 
unite for effectual and perpetual] or- 
gnnization to preserve the peace of 
the world for all the centuries to

MINE LAWS SEVERE. 


NEW MEASURES IF PASSED 
WILL MAKE DIFFICULT 
OPERATIONS.

EL, PASO, April 5.—Coptes of two 
proposed mining laws, which will 
be submitted to the Mexican nation- 
al Congress when it conveyes May 
1, were received here today by 
American mining men having in- 
terests in Mexico. 
One proposed by the Depart- 
tmhent of Mines and considered more 
severe than the present one, if 
passed, would make difficult the 
operation of mining companies by 
foreigners. it prohibits foreign 
companies owning claims within 100 
kilometers of the national boundar- 
fes or fifty kilometers from the 
coast. Individual foreigners may 
own and operate.ciaims within this 
zone by special permiesion, but com- 
panies are specifically barred unless 
they become Mexican corporations.

ALTOGETHER 183 CASES HAVE 
BEEN REPORTED TO PUB- 
LIC HEALTH SERVICE.

WASHINGTON, April 5. — Alto- 
gether 183 causes of lethargic en- 
cephalitis, or “sleeping sickness,” 
with 14 deaths, were reported to 
the United States Public Health 
Service up to March 29. Officials vf 
the bureau are undecided whether 
the disease of the type prevalent in 


In a statement tonight, the bureau 
said it was impossible to say wheth- 
er the figures gave a true picture cf 
the prevalence of the disease, inas- 
much as it is not generally report- 
abie to the health office. 

“The diagnosis in most cases 1¢- 
perted appears to have been based 
lergely on the presence of stupor, a 
condition found in many other dis- 
eeses,” the statement said. 

“In the absence of any method of 
positively establishing a correct 
Ciangnosis and especially becaugze of 
the failure, thus far, both in this 
ecuntry and abroad, to find a spe- 
cific germ in these cases, the public 
health service is as yet unwilling to 
accept ‘lethargic encephalitis’ as «a 
new disease.”

Every effort to help them was 
checked by the Czar’s government 
end court. who felt they could only 
last @o long as the peasants were 
kept down. 

GLITTERING PROMISES. 


Then came the great revolution of 
March, 1917. Land and freedom. 
these the peasants were told. they 
would receive. They did receive 
freedom and were permitted to vote 
to send men to the county and dis- 
trict zemstvo, or governing body. 

The landlord of the great estate 
was deprived of a voice in the gov- 
ernment, but, unless he had been 
an extremely cruel one, he con- 
tinued managing the estate.

KILL LANDLORDS. 

So the farm hands went forth 
with the rifies they had takeh when 
they deserted from the army and 
killed the landlords.

Bat at the same time the small 
peasant ilandowners near by de- 
manded that the estates should be 
given to them. Conflicts resulted 
end many were killed and ealways'| 
the red guard army came and took 
the side of the farm laborers against 
the small owners. 

The the Red army and the a«ita- 
tore from the city sald the land - 
longed not to the individual peas- 
ent, but to the state and to every- 
one. The estates were not to be 
split up, but were to be farmed as 
one pro as before.

1d landlords into schools and pub- 
lie houses and thev told the ltabor- 
ers of the great benefits which their 
echeme of state Socialiam would 
give therm. 

But the laborers were tired of 
working on someone else’s land for 
someone else end they wanted to 
own the land for themselves. 

THE BLOW FALIA.

SPROUT COMMUNISTS. 

If one of these laborers showed 
party possibilities they sent him to 
the city propaganda school, shot 
him through a course of communist 
lectures and then shipped him back 
to the village community to lecture 
and practice communist ideas and 
hecome a party man, but they are 
only a few. 

The smali peasant land owner is 
more discontented and dissatisfied 


than the farm laborer. He finds 
that he no longer even owns his 
only plece of ground. He has no 


real voice in the community or dis- 
trict affairs wniess he becomes a 
communiet party man.

He is 
developing a dull, heavy hatred. of 
these city dictators and he is dream- 
ing of revenge.

COAST MAIL VIA AIR NEXT. 


Thirty-six-Hour Service Between New 
‘York and Los Angeles, Programme. 


to be made in thirty-six hours from

Preparations for such a service 
were well along to success when the 
war interfered and the navy bot- 
tled up all the plans and told the 
inventor and his backers to hold off 
until after the War was at an end. 
Many of the experiments with 
dirigibles during the war are of 
tenefil in the proposed filghis and 
certain modifications, in Nne with 
the lesson learned by the war, have 
been made in the original plans. 
These are comparatively small, how- 
ever, and will not delay in any way 
the imstallation of the service. 
Naval aviators will probably pilot 
the craft, or at least supervise its 
movement, and the arrangcemnets 
will soon be made for terminals on 
the West Coast. If the first flights 
are as successfol as hoped fer, the 
flights, may be made to three points 
Hin the Coast, Los Angeles, San Fran- 
cisco and Portland, Or., or Seattle. 

One of the most interesting and 
practical features of the plan is the 
dropping of mail to airplanes, The 
dirigible will earry enough fuel to 
make the non-stop flight from 
coast to coast and will only descend 
en route in case of Accident of 
some sort. As in England at pres- 
ent transfers of mail from dirigibles 
to airplanes is easily and quickly 
accomplished.. Airplanes fiy up 
over the dirigibles, and continuing 
in the same d@irection and at the 
same speed as the dirigible. tet 
down nets to receive the mall in- 
tended for the city from which the 
sirplanes rise. When this transfer 
ie made the nets are pulled up to 
the plane and the dirigibie, 
without slackening speed for a mo- 
ment remains on its course and the 
airplane swoops down, with mall 
for Chicago, Omaha or any of the 
midcontinent cities en route.

That this is more than a 
possibility was demonstrated at the 
naval air station at Rockaway Point,

JAPAN PLANS ALIEN 
OWNERSHIP OF LAND. 


PURCHASE BY FOREIGNERS TO 
BE PERMITTED BY LAW

We respect- 
fullv urge that immediate stens te 
taken to procude, both in the peace 
treaty and legislation, the measure 
necessary to establish sich a pilen.” 
Mr. Choate declared that “before 
the war American® were at the ab- 
elute mercy of the German dye 
trust.” 
“The plan te license imports,” 
concluded Mr. Choate, “will, of 
course, cost the textile trade some 
considerable advance, but the trade 
is willing to pav this in order that 
the American dye industry may be 
put on ite feet and enabled to com- 
pete with foreign trade.”

AMERICAN TROOPS 
UNRULY IN SIBERIA. 


TWO UNPLEASANT INCIDENTS 
REPORTED TO MAJ.-GEN. 
GRAVES IN MANCHURIA.

IRKUTSK, Thursday, March 27.— 
An American soldier is alleged to 
have torn a Russian flag from the 
rear pietform of a special train bear- 
ing Gen. Diedrichs, commander of 
the Czecho-Slovak forces in Siberia, 
and Col. Romanovsky, an anti-Bol- 
shevik leader in the Udinsk district, 
when it was passing through the 
village of Pelka, Manchuria. OMm- 
cers on the train expressed indig- 
nation over the incident when the 
train reached here today. 
| The officers were especially irri- 
tated, since this was the second un- 
pleasant incident’ in which Amer- 
lean soldiers have figured recently. 
Three days previously several 
Amertcans trom a troop train wait- 
ing on a siding at Mulin station, 
Manchuria, tried to board the same 
special train in spite of the plat- 
form «guard. Several cars filled 
with armed cadets from the Vliadi- 
vostok Military School were at- 
tached to the special. What prom- 
ised to be a serious situation was re- 
lieved when the commander of the 
cadets ordered the train to start. 

Reports of the incidents have been 
sent to Maj.-Gen. William 8S. Graves 
commander of the American Expe- 
ditionary Forces in Si¥eria, by Col. 
Romanovsky. The latter informed 
Gen. Graves that the men were.in- 
toxicated, and added: 

“I regret the lack of dicipline in 
these troops, which increases the 
animosity of Russians towards 
Americans.” 

He added. that the conduct of 
American officers had been above 
reproach, but that the men seemed 
to be uncontrollable. 

Gen. Graves has telegraphed to 
Col. Romanoveky expressing his re- 
gret. He stated that an investiga- 
tion has been erdered and that the 
guilty persons will be severely pun- 
ished.

TWO YEARS AGO 


Troops Rushing Home on 
Declaration’s Anniversary. 


Marsh Plans to Break Record 
of Ocean Transport. 


Baker Decorates Officers Who 
Helped Win Victory. 


A. P. NIGHT WIRE} 
WASHINGTON, April 5.—Com- 
menting on the fact that tomorrow 
will be the second anniversary of 
the entrance of the Unlted States 
into the war, Gen. March today 
sald: 


“Tomorrow, April 6, i¢ the second 
anniversary of the eutrance of the 
United States into the world war. 
One year ago we were starting a 
tremendous drive to get troops to 

ce. When I tock charge of 
the office of Chief of Staff on March 
4 of last year, I found that Febru- 
ary hed touched bottom in the num- 
ber of troops shipped abroad—only 
43,000 men having sailed. 

“We ships; we bought ships; 
we begged ships: we commandeered 
ships and on last April 6 the flood 
of men across seas had definitely 
begun, increasing in volume untM we 
reached our maximum of 309,000 
men in one month. Now on our 
second anniversary the great prob- 
lem is to get our men back to their 
homes from across the seas. I 
heave set as a mark to he reached 
810,000 men in one month. Each 
month is showing a steady increase 
over the month before, and we will 
do our best to break the record in 
trans-Atlantic shipments. 

“Demobilization has been speeded 
up athome. (ne camp has estab- 
lished a camp record of demobilizing 
over 4000 men In one Gay, and we 
ean easily handle the maximum 
number of men per month which 
the available shipping permits us 
to bring back. Every State in the 
Union is now welcoming its return- 
ing son®—the finest type of Amert- 
can manhood, clern and virile, and 
deserving the thanks of the people.” 


Secretary Baker personally pre- 
sented Distinguished Service medals 
today to two score officers and civil- 
lang who rendered conspicuous serv- 
ice to the nation in the preparation 
of the army and the mobilization of 
the army of industry for e war, 
the first being Maj. Leonard 
Wood, ranking officer the Regu- 
lar Army. 

Others decorated included Maj.- 
Gen. Hugh L. Scott, retired, and 
Willard A. Holbrook, 

Before he began présenting the 
medals, Mr. Baker made a brief ad- 
dress, pointing out that while it hed 
been the fortune of some officers to 
serve their country in the time of 
ite peril at the frent or with the 
armies in Ffance, to others had 
come the no less trying and arduous 
duties that went with raising and 
training the army at home. He 
expressed his full recognition of the 
loyalty and devotion with which 
they had given themselves to the 
work before theni, whatever its na- 
ture, in order that the nation might 
triumph.

FUTURE OF FEDERAD SERVICE 
IS ASSURED—RETURNING 
SOLDIERS HELPED. 


Information has been received by 
Emil J. Bernache, examiner in 
charge of the United States employ- 
ment service in this city, from the 
Federal director for California, that 
the future of the service is assured. 
There .is no doubt, Mr. Bernatche 
says, that one of the first acts of 
Congress, when it convenes in spe- 
cial session, will be the enactment 
of legisiation makin the service 
permanent andé providing funds with 
which to finance the work. This in- 
formation was obtained by Gene- 
vieve Daly Reid, superintendent of 
the women's and girlie division of 
the United States employment serv- 
ice for California, who has just re- 
turned from Washington, where she 
was in conference with the Secre- 
tary of Labor, the directcr-general 
of the United States employment 
service, Mr. Tumulty, secretary to 
President, and numérous Demo- 
cratic and Republican Congressmen 
and Senators. 

“It was the unanimous opinion 
that the United States employment 
service has even a greater work to 
perform now than during the period 
of the war, and that it would be 
nothing short of criminal to discon- 
tinue this most important govern- 
ment department,” says Mrs. Reid. 

During the past week an average 
of 2085 soldiers a day were secured 
employment through the United 
States employment service. For the 
game period 44.471 men and 12.703 
women were placed in employment, 
making a total of 69,385 persons 
furnished with employment during 
the past week throughout the 
country by the United States em-

PINAFORE AT CATALINA. 


Open-air Production of Famous 
Opera Planned for June. 


Thomas Phillips, conceiver of 
many amusement ideas, has arrived 
from New York to submit to the 


Catalina Island management plans 
for a spectacular open-air per- 
formance of the opera Pinafore, to 
be produced in June. These plans 
call for the construction of a large 
ship, resembling in character, an 
old English sailing vessel of the 
early nineteenth century.

March Discloses Strength of 
Contending Armies.

DR. CLARENCE COOK 
RETURNS FROM ARMY. 


CARED FOR EIGHTEEN HUN- 
DRED AMERICAN SOLDIERS: 
WOUNDED IN ARGONNE. 


Dr. Clarence W. Cook has re- 
turned from nine months active 
service overseas Including one period 
as chief surgeon of a provisional 
hospital where he and the other 


siclans cared for 1800 cases of 
wounded American soldiers from 
the Argonne. The hospital which 
the emergency staff wes hastily di- 
rected to handle was called Provi- 
sional Hospital No. 6, and was at 
Aperey. France. In due time it 
was equipped with a regulation 
Base Hospital unit consisting of 
forty surgeons, 100 nurse’ and 265 
enlisted medical attaches, but when 
Dr. Cook and @ group of other sur- 
geons arrived, the wounded began 
coming in. The newly-arrived 
American doctors were told to take 
aver the entire hospital. They re- 
ceived warm praise for the manner 
in which they handled the 
emergency. Later Dr. Cook joined 
hig unit No. 97 when it arrived and 
before the 
armistice was declared. He satled 
for home on February 29 on the 
transport De Kalb,- fofinerly the 
German faider Eitel Frederich. 

Dr. Cook ig well known in medi- 
eal circles héré, especially on ac- 
count of his service at the Recelv- 
ing Hospital from 19096 to 18910 as 
assistant police surgeon. He has 
resumed the practice of medicine 
at his offices in the Story Bullding.

THE DIGNITY OF LIFE. 


N THE remarkable proclamation recently issued by Song Tyung Hi and 
Nher Koreans asserting the independence of their country, we find them 

forth, among\ other things, a principle that they call “the dignity 
of life. 

Without going into the merits of the controversy between Korea and 
the nation by which it has been subjugated, the fact still remains that, as a 

n document, the proclamation of Song Tyung Hi and his associates 
must stand among the lofty utterances of history. . 

__ In our opinion this proclamation will stand on a plane of exaltation 
with our own Declaration of Independence and the proclamation declaring 
of California in the Bear Flag War as written by Wil- 

If these three documents were to be preserved out of x world wrecked 
of everything else, the human race would still have a decalogue to guide 
it and to hold it to its moorings. 

With no desire at this time or in this place to take part in a political 
discussion, but only a purpose to consider this Korean proclamation of in- 
dependence from the standpoint of human history, we find it a fascinating 
production.

it illustrated in an extraordinary manner the sublime power 


ul to fit its thoughts and aspiratians to words. 


And we find in it also the important fact that human thousht can be . 


expressed in one language ae nobly as in another. There is no lyrical music 
in this strange, consonated tongue of the Asiatic, as there is in Latin tongues, 
or as there is in Shakespearean and Tennysonian English, but a sublime hu- 
man aspiration is here expressed in Korean as eloquently as any other tongue 
could possibly express it. 

This is the thing that alone differentiates man from the brute—language; 
—the power to express thought in words. 


And, if you will give the matter consideration, you will see that it is 
not by swords and guns, but by the expression of his thoughts, that man 
has climbed through the ages out of the dark valleys of ignorance to the 
mountain tops of light. 

II. 


E LIVE in a world that has now been plunged into a condition of 
deep and sometimes seemingly hopeless chaos. Nearly every one of 
the nations of the old world are like men who have lost their way 

in tremendous forests or the tangles ‘of a jungle. Unless they shall calm 
themselves and stop to think. they shall certainly perish. 


A man lost in a forest or in a:jungle will add to his plight if he shall 
struggle breathlessly along, excited and aimless in his futile efforts at deliv- 
erance. But, if he will sit down and calmly take reckoning of his positan, 
and patiently endeavor to think his way out, the chances for escape are all 
in his favor. 

That is exactly what the nations of the Old World must do now, and 
we have heard nothing of late that can help them more than this sublime 
plea of Korea, made in its own behalf, to be permitted to observe and to 
fulfill “the dignity of life.” 

What a sobering and a steadying phrase it is—‘‘the dignity of life!’ 

Simply because they have abandoned the dignity of life, Europe and 
Asia are now in this sorry plight that has bent them down to the dust. There 
can be no dignity of life where anarchy exists; none in the face of Bol8hevism 
and Spartacism. | 

_And so, again we see that as men are, so are nations. Wherever the 
sense of the dignity of life has departed from the hearts and the souls of 
men it departs also from the nations that those men compose. 

Life—in that one word'is everything. Blot it out and you shall blot 
raed all other words. Destroy life and you shall destroy everything else 

is. 

But, let us suppose that we have life, but it be life without dignity, what 
then? Would a man care for life or to have it under such a condition? It 
would be the life of a dog, the life of the wolf. It would be life as man lived 
it when he crawled in the jungles on all fours, stalking his prey like the beast. 

No man would care to live like that. Wherefore, we see that life has 
been made a precious and desirable thing only because, through the count- 
less ages, those who went before us strove ceaselessly and indomitably to 
make life dignified. 

And this is the thing that Song Tyung Hi of Korea has just said. May 
God grant a mad world the grace to stop and listen to that voice. 


III. 


HERE is a wonderful exaltation in the contemplation of the struggle 

that man has made to dignify life. Take the Celts, for instance— 

that great race of peoples the entity of which is still so strong through- 
out the world. The Celts are an inspiring example of the effort that has 
been made to produce this thing that Song Tyung Hi so happily designates 
as “the dignity of life.” : 

Out of what dim mists of time they came first, it is hard to tell, but we 
know that when the Phoenician fashioned his first ragged sail to catch the 
wandering winds, the Celt wrought at life to make it dignified. 

When we follow the Celts across the dusty trails of history we find them 
always somewhere setting up a forge, drawing pictures on the bark of trees, 
hammering iron into tools and implements, hollowing the reed to make a 
flute, stringing harps on which to make music, and weaving the wild flax 
into garments made gorgeous with the dye of herbs. 

In their retreats in sunlit valleys and ‘the swee} and quiet places of the 
earth, the barbarian would swoop down upon them. The Celt fought back 
with an ever soshticea ockiied? but always sooner than make life a thing of 
squalid butcheries robbed of its dignity, he moved on and on, over I[beria, 
across the Danube, through Germany and France until he came at last to 
the isles of the narrow seas. 

But, wherever he was, he left behind him some seed of the dignity of 
life. The embers of his deserted camp fires stirred always new flames in the 
barbarians’ heart—new flames that warmed wild men to higher aspirations. 

And Asia, out of which this clear voice of the Korean now speaks, was 
doubtless old when the Celt was still young. 

Wherefore, we see how patient and how long, how high and how holy 
has been the effort to bring about the dignity of life. We see at what infinite 
pains man has been to stand upright or“his feet and to face the glory of 
the sun. 

These gentle amenities. these kindly courtesies that pass between man 
and man in civilized society, these vast impulses to help one another and to 
answer every cry of suffering and need, are the heritage that has cqme down 
to us from those who wrought in far times long passed to lend a dignity 
to life. | 

It is a heritage which, if it were now to be-lost, would plunge us back 
into the darkness ard the ignorance of bygone ages. No matter what skil! 


we might retain of hand and brain, no matter what we may wear upon our 
backs. if we shall rob life of its dignity the world will sag back 10,000 years 
in a day. 

pi haaules God robbed of dignity! What would He be then? And is 


it not written that God made man in His own image and likeness? 


IV. 


T WILL prove to be a difficult task indeed to straighten out the world 
again. But, it can be done, and, of course, it will be doffe. Only it will 
be done. Only it will be done the sooner ahd the better if we shall all 

submit otfrselves, each one of us individually, to a right frame of mind. 

And. in order to do this, there has come to help us this voice of Korea 
pleading that the dignity of life shall not be assailed. 

As we have said at the beginning, the mere political aspect of the sit- 
uation, as such, in Korea, matters, little of not at all. Indeed, it seems that 
the Koreans would raise no objection to government by others than them- 
selves over themselves, if the dignity of their lives were left unassailed. | 

So, would it not appear that here we have not only the crux of the 
whole situation throughout the world, but the solution of the entire problem 
if we shall all agree that the dignity of life shall not be anywhere attacked? 

f you were to be asked to state in one short sentence what it is that 
has placed Russia in the sad predicament of this hour, could you not do so 
in the words of Song Tyung Hi—by saying simply that all the ills of which 
Russia is now the victim have been caused solely by the assault that has 
been made there upon the dignity of life? 

And here in our own beloved and enlightened America it is that one 
thing, and only that. which we may have cause to fear, namely, that we 
shall permit in our wide latitudes of personal liberties the mistaken claims of 
1. W.W.'s and ail these other crazy alien elements of our populations, to as- 
sault the dignity of liie | 

Let us listen to the voice of Song Tyung Hi. It is the voice of a prophet 
crying in the wildernesses, 


FE REPUBLICAN LINEUP. 

President Wilson is, perhaps, in @ po- 
sition to appreciate ‘the value of the advice 
given him four months ago to name Mibu 
Root and William Howard Taft on the Amer- 
ican commission to the Peace Conference. 

Persona! and political considerations alike 
seemed to lead him to name a commission 
so mediocre that the only member from 
America known at the conference would be 
the President. But in drafting the consti- 
tution of the league the President kept his 
eyes _— so intently on the far-distant hori- 
zons ere his ideals abide that he neg- 
lected to place stfficient safeguards about 
certain principles as dear to Americans as 
liberty itself, principles which they will not 
permit to be disregarded in so important 
a document as the league constitution, 

When the first draft of the constitution 
was printed the American people found 
themselves placed in a peculiarly embar- 
rassing position: they approved the funda- 
mental plan of the league and were almost 
a unit in the opinion that a league was 
necessary to prevent civilization from ret- 
rograding into barbarism; but they could 
not indorse the failure to safeguard‘ the 
American Monroe Doctrine; nor could they 
approve a covenant that lacked the molars 
necessary to take hold of tough internation- 
al problems and thoroughly masticate them, 

Politicians, moved. by personal enmities 
and ambitions, promptly jumped into’ the 
spotlight with lurid fulminations against the 
league itself. They appealed to the Jingo 
element in the country and tried to start 
an anti-British crusade. But it remained 
for the veteran leaders of the Republican 
party, grown wise through experience and 
bearing the scars of many a political fray, 
to pierce the clouds of political turmoil and 
discover the star of national destiny. For- 
mer President Taft acted promptly and 
courageously. He announced that the con- 
stitution of the league was not all that he 
hoped” for; but it was a great advance be- 
yond aught accomplished in the past to 
guarantee world peace, and urged that, with 


certain modifications, the plan be accepted. 


President Wilson made the mistake of 
presuming too much upon his personal om- 
nipotence. When he _ called Republican 
members of Congress to a conference with 
him in the White House he informed them 
that the first draft of the league was not 
subject to amendment, that it must be ac- 
cepted as written. This added fuel to the 
Jingo flame: for the Republican leaders 
were themselves determined that American 
interests should recelve safeguards which 
were not provided in the first draft of the 
constitution. From the President's dictum, 
“So written, # stands,” they respectfully 
but firmly dissented. The President soon 
Aiscovered that the American Senate is still 
far removed from the blind complacency of 
a rubber stamp. . 

Seldom have the elements of leadership 
in a party and a nation been put to a stern- 
er test. President Wilson's autocratic dom- 
ination of the Democratic party had driven 
Democrats- not subservient to his dictator- 
ship into retirement. No assistance of value 
could be expected from that source. Yet 
the elder statesmen of the Republican party 
were convinced that a better League of Na- 
tions could be and should be secured than 
that established by the covenant originally 
drafted at Paris. Wil! Hays, probably the 
greatest chairman the Republican party has 
produced in a decade, set to work to unite 
the discordant elements in his party that 
its whole energies might be devoted to 
“the best League of Nations we can get.” 
Soon the American people found Mr. Taft, 
Mr. Root and Mr, Lodge working together 
for an amended constitution that would 
give to the American peoplp and to the 
world a League of Nations that would guar- 
antee the autonomy of every people, would 
entail the surrender of no national princt, 
ple and yet would nnite the nations in a 
common amity to promote peaceful arbitra- 
tion and banish war and its attendant hor- 
rors from the earth. 

Elihu Root’s analykis of the constitution 
of the League of Nations fs one of the few 
masterpieces on international law and pol- 


constructing 


ity that the war has produced. It 
sounds the Republican keynote and 
formulates principles that may be 
accepted as the platform of the Re- 
publican party. Cable dispatches re- 
late the intensity of interest it awak- 
ened in Paris and in the capitals of 
all the Allied peoples. When EMhu 
Root spoke it was as though ‘got 
Only the Republican party but the 
, nation had spoken. Mr. Root and 
Mr. Taft are in almost perfect ac- 
cord. The amendments which they 
proposed are now under considera- 
tion by the delegates to the Peace 
Conference, 

President Wilson's position would 
have been less embarrassing if he 
had tak these two master intel- 
lectgs with him to the Peace Confer- 
ence in the beginning—if he had 
worked with them instead of ignor- 
ing them. The Republican party and 
ite great leaders were bound to play 
a great part in remodeling and re- 
the nations of the 
world. America is .determined to 
have the best League of Nations 
possible to secure. The modified 
plan of the constitution will afford a 
league into which the American peo- 
ple may enter with full confidence 
that no fundamental principle of 
American liberty has been compro- 
mised or abandoned, a league that is 
strong enough, reasonable enough 


if the near future should . disclose 
something now hidden beyond its 
horizons to make the conditions of 
the league intolerable, the five-year 
duration clause would permit this or 
any other nation to’ withdraw with 
honor. If the sd@called “entangling 
alliances” should prove harassing 
burdens a way is provided to re- 
nounce them and return to the isola- 
tion we occupied before the war, 
This safeguard should satisfy even 
the most timid. Every appearance 
of absolutism vanishes. 

If the ideals of Mr. Taft and Mr. 
Root are embodied in the league 
constitution, so far as mpy be, The 
Times does not believe that Senator 
Lodge or Congressman Osborne will 
oppose {t—or that the Republican 
organization ‘will take issue with it 
for one short day. It cannot be 
made a bone of partisan contention.

Laborers Pay Taxes as Well 
as Business Men. 


Good Government a Matter of 
Vast Importance. 


Betterment Association Asks 
Citizens’ Support.

Once upon a time a “business 
man’ was considered as a person 
apart from the ordinary run of citi- 


zens. Only the topnotchers in the 
commercial ahd industrial game 
qualified for the title. When. o 

designated so-and-so as business 
men, they were at once Wentified 
as a class, something above com- 


mon mortals. 
Nowadays, a man does not have 
to be the owner of an industry, the 
employer of hundreds, of men, the 
manipulator of finance, or the capl- 
talist to be a business man. He 
may be an employee of any one 
of these; he may be a small store- 
keeper; he may even be a laborer 
or a farmer. 
Formerly a 
able to manage 


manufacturer # was 
net only his office 
business but the details of all de- 
partments. Now he not only has 
assistant managers, office managerg, 
and a number of others with less 
responsibility, up front, but super- 
intendents and assistants, with fore- 
men, in all departments. 

All of these.men are business ex- 
pefts with sometimes More expe- 
rience and sagacity than their em- 
ployers and ofttimes their salaries 
are more than the boss allows him- 
self. These men far outclass the 
business men of former days, and 
yet they are employees. Those un- 
der them, in lesser degree, are also 
good business men who must know 
minntely many details of their oc- 
cupations, 

with the old classification. 
it is hard to draw the lines around 
business men as a body and reali- 
zation is becoming clearer every 
day that all men and women work- 
ing for a living may be classed as 
business men and women because 
their work ts merely a smaller edl- 
tion of the employer's standard and 
because they have similar desires 
and aspirations and need similar 
things in their dally lives.

ers. Pvery man and woman in this

Two work- 
nen draw a wage of $100 a month 
each. One pays $25 a month rent: 
the other pays $25 a month on his 
home which he purchased on the 
installment plan. The renter thinks 
he is not a taxpayer, while the 
other man 
ment books. 

The renter saya, “Ull let my land- 
lord pay the taxes.” He is mis- 
taken; his landlord is making 
HIM.pay the taxes. The landlord 
S‘gures his investment, his upkeep 
of the property and THE TAXES: 
adds them together. calculates there- 
from the amount of rent which will 
pay expenses and give him a profit, 
and then collects from the renter. 

Another instanee: One man earns 
£190 a month; another earns $2909. 
The men with $100 & month is a di- 
rect taxpayer. owning hie own 
rome. The other m2n spends his 
rioney im high lviney he buvs bet- 
ter c'othes, eats more expensive 
food, goes to more shows, etc.; but 
he owns no home or other taxahle 
property. Yet the man who is not 
a so-called taxpayer really pays 
the more taxes of the two. because 
every cent he spends is taxed ¥ven- 
tually. 

Even the majority of the yoters 
@o not realize this. A man who 
owns no property does not consider 
the administration of city business 
from the viewpoint of a taxpayer: 


he feels he is immune from the 
tax collector. But if city officials 
waste money and takes ara il’- 


creased, every man and woman is 
affected thereby, because those that 
directly pay taxes charge just a 
little more for their goods or serv- 
ices, and the supposedly non-tax- 
payer digs a little deeper into his 
pocket and pays taxes, even though 
he does not realize it. 

Therefore every man or woman is 
interested in putting good men—the 
best men obtainable into office. 

When we say the Association for 
Betterment of Public ‘Service is 
composed of business men, we mean 
employers and. employees—-every 
aman who earns a living and helps 
pay public expenses either by direct 
taxation or by helping another pore 
son to pay taxes.

SOMIT: INSTANCES. 
The arrests of Robert Kearney 


and Liovd Munger. December 1, 
1915, and later sentenced to eight 
years each in the penitentiary, were 
among the first to be made by the 
police department after stealing 
automobiles had been taken up as¢ 
a business. Kearney and Monger 
had four offices, one in thie city 
and three in nearby towns. The 
stolen cars were never sent to the 
office in the same city where. the 
car Was taken. 

Operating in a large automobile 
the two men would follow the car 
which they planned to steal, until 
the owner lef: it for a few minutes. 
Kearney would drive it sway. 
Munger would trail along behind in 
the thieves’ own car and block any 
one attempting pursuit, by turning 
hie automobile across the street 
and ‘“‘killing’’ the engine. 

A forged bill of gale and new 
engine numbers and license plates 
were supplied by the two thieves for 
all atolen cars and the automobiles 
sold through one of their offices. 
The new engine numbers were all 
copied by Munger from automobiles 
which, at that time, were being 
shown at the World's Fair in San 
Francisco and nog on the market. 
The two men were only arrested 
when some of the automondiles at 
the fatr were withdrawn and sold. 
The duplication of nun.bers was dis- 
covered and an investigation which 
resulted in the arrest of the two 
clever thieves was made. 

THIEVES USED ACID. 

Actd used to make new engine 
numbers rust and look old, enabled 
George and Howard McKean to sell 
| Ford cars stolen in this 
'e@lty and driven to San Diego. When 
(arrested the brothers had «twenty 
|} @utomobiles on hand ready ‘or sale, 
Two much talk one night while 
drinking in a downtown bar led to 
thetr arrest and the discovery of 
the acid trick. They were tried 
May 5, 1916 and sentenced to eight 
years each. 

Kirk Morgan, arrested om 1817 
and sentenced to from one to ten 
years, was one of the most caring 
foy-Tiders every brought to trial. 
Morgan was discharged from the 
navy for stealing. and taking a joy- 
ride in a submarine. With several 
other sre’ors he made the trip in 
safety, but was arrested and dis- 
honorably discharged. He started 
his automobile thefte in the East. 
and once stole the machine of the 
District Attorney of Ardmore coun- 
ty. Oklahoma, while the latter was 
trying him on a like charge. Morgan 
jumped $2000 bail and came to this 
city. “He was arrested by Detec- 
tives Hickok and Erven a short 
time later and confessed to having 
stolen over fifty automobiles (uring 
hie operations here. He never at- 
tempted to sell any of the stolen 
machines, but left them on the 
streets after driving them about for 
a few days. 

The automobile bandit operating 
with stolen automobiles is often en- 
countered by police investigating 
stolen cars. Among such wWere 
Leslie Johnson, shot to death by De- 
tective Hickok in a révolver d 
which resulted when the detective 
attempted to place him under ar- 
rest, and Willis McCurran and James 
Coffee, arrestod July 17, 1917. The 
three men operating in thie gang. 
which wes Known as “Johnson's 
Mob.” took part in over twenty hold- 
ups in and about thig city. They 
always operated in stolen anromo- 
biles and then left the machines on 
the streets. Thev were traced when 
some of their loot was unearthed in 
& pawnshop. 

OFFICIAL FIGURES. 

The following Agures, taken from 
official police records and covering 
1918, show that while many stolen 
automobiles are recovered by the 
police after having been stolen, a 
large number are never heard from 
again. Many of the cars recovered 
are damaged to such an extent that 
they can be counted almost a total

IN SOUL MATES. 


Fake Matrimonial Agencies 
Here Investigated. 


Southland Bureaus Said to be 
Doing Thriving Trade. 


Postoffice Inspectors on the 
Trail of Swindlers. 


The local postoffice inspectors are 
conducting a searching investigation 
into the methods of many matri- 
monial agencies and bureaus that 
have sprung up recently and which 
are said to have been reaping a har- 
vest from gullible persons in. vari- 
ous parts of the country, especially 
in the Northwest and Middle Weet. 

These bureaus, it is stated, do not 
advertise in the communities in 
which they operate. They seek their 
clients in sections far removed from 
the cities and towns in which they 


maintain offices. Thus all the oper- 
ations are carried on through the 
malls. 

Much difficulty has been experi- 
enced by the postoffice inspectors in 
prosecuting these persons for fraud- 
ulent use of the mails, because of 
the clever. wording of their litera- 
ture and letters. The victims algo 
are usually loth to confess that they 
have been fooled and that they were 
unsuccessful in winning a rich wife. 

The usual plan of procedure of 
the Southern California matrimonial 
bureaus under investigation is said 
to be te Invite persons of both sexes 
living in distant regions to become 
members of the club or bureau on 
the payment of fees ranging from $3 
to $25. Upon the receipt of this 
fee the new member is supplied with 
a list of names and addresses of per- 
sons of the opposite sex who are 
anxious to correspond on the subject 
of matrimony. Ordiyarily no prom- 
ise is made to the member that he 
or she will be able to procure a suit- 
able sou! mate, but the person who 
pays the fee puts yp his money with 
that understanding. 

The literature of the alleged swin- 
dlers contains alluring references to 
rich bachelors, widows @nd widowers 
who are seeking partners for life. 
Usually it is the hope of winning one 
of these prospects that causes the 
impressionable persons to put up 
the required fee. ; 

The investigation so far shows 
that there are thousands of persons 
in the United States who are will- 
ing to take a chance on such an en- 
terprise. These bureaus are located 
all over the country, and the busi- 
ness is said to be a most profitable 
one for the persons behind the 
schemes. That rank frauds have 
been committed ie known. It ils 
hoped through the present investiga- 
tion to secure testimony,shat will re- 
sult in the conviction the swin- 
dlers. 


HERE TO LOOK FOR 
“ENEMY” PROPERTY. 


EXPECTS TO GET SEVERAL 
HUNDRED THOUSAND DOL- 
LARS’ WORTH. 


L. H. Boggs, special represent- 
ative of Allien Property Custodian 
Francis P. Garvan, arrived in Los 
Angeles yesterday for the purpose 
of rounding up all persons in South- 
ern California who are holding in 
their custody preperty of enemies 


in this district, and to inaugurate 
a drive in that direction beginning 
about April 276. Mr. Boggs has been 
operating in San Francisco, Wash- 
ington and Oregon for some time. 

Mr. Boggs has been assigned to a 
room on the fifth floor of the Fed- 
eral Building, and will keep “open 
house’ for several weeks to receive 
reports from persons who are re- 
quired by law to make reports of, 
enemy propert). Such property, if 
the ownership is vested in enemies 
of the country will be immediately 
seized by the government, through 
Mr. Boggs. If it is in the form of 
cash, the money will be converted 
into Liberty Bonds; if in the form 
of real estate, stocks, or bonds, it 
may be sold and the proceeds placed 
in Liberty or Victory Bonds. All 
proceeds of sich seizures will be 
held in trust by the alien property 
custodian until Congress shall have 
decided what final disposition shall 
be mede. 

It is belteved that there are hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollare worth 
of property in Southern California 
amenable to this law. Reports war- 
ranting this estimate have been 
made through attorneys, courts, 
banks and fiduciary agents who are 
in a position to be acquainted with 
the situation. 

Mr. Boggs states that officially 
we are yet in a state of war. and all 
persons having enemy property in 
their custody who fail to report the 
same are subject to the extreme 
penalty of the taw of a fine of not 
more than $16,000 or ten vears’ im- 
prisonment, or both, in the discre- 
tion of the court.

BRITISH FEEL THE CRISIS. 


Strike May be Averted; Impatience Bred 
in Paris; Irish Question Arises. 


LONDON, March 29.—The pes- 
Simistic views expressed by me for 
several weeks were largely induced 
by my knowledge in inner circles of 
the perilous labor conditions. Jim 
Thomas, the railway men’s leader, 
Who is somewhat of an alarmist 
with something resembling Welsh 
impulsiveness, is yet an extremely 
g0od guide on what is going on in- 
side the labor ranks, and for weeks 
he has been warning me privately 
of the coming troubles. Just as I 
was leaving the House of Commons 
the other afternoon I met him run- 
ning breathlessly to a meeting of 


labor executives, looking pale and 
excited, and he said to me ag he 
rushed past, “There'll be a strike; 
the verdict has already been given.” 

The terrible hours which pre- 
ceded the outbreak of the war in 
August, 1914, returned to me, creat- 
ing that same sense of irretrievable 
disaster and tragic emotion. This 
Was the universal state of feeling 


+ throughout the whole nation here 


jduring the last two weeks. Literally 
we had all been moving in a nixht- 
mare. with possibilities on one hand 
of millions in all classes shivering 
with cold and hunger, and on the 
Other hand of having all our indus- 
tries stopped. 


VAGUE TERROR BRINGS FEAR. 


growing despair at the mounting up 
of our gigantic liabilities, this de- 
spair was increased almost every 
hour by new proposals, equally gi- 
gantic, and new expenditures for 
the army, the navy and the air serv- 
ice, and we confronted the prospect 
of making no money from our in- 
dustries.

Attacks by the “patriotic” followers 
of Felix Diaz and Zapata interrupted 
traffic to such an extent that the 
government resumed control March 
31, 1917. 

The American owned Kansas 
City, Mexico and Orient Railway, 
with 349 miles of track, has not 
changed hands. 

The director-general of the Con- 
stitutionalist railways is an ¢én- 
gineer, Alberto J. Pani, who also 
is Secretary of Commerce, Industry 
and Labor in President Carranza’s 
Cabinet. His last budget for re- 
pairs disclosed the following items, 
the figures standing for pesos: 
Tracks, 27,393,617, in which are in- 
cluded the purchase of 16,000 cross 
ties, 86,671 tons of rails, tools, etc.; 
repair &nd reconstruction of build- 
ings, 2,774,000; bridges, %8,568,- 
048; new rolling stock, 5,000,000; 
repair of rolling stock now in use, 
4,000,000; new fuel stations, 769,- 
000; small buildings) loading sta- 
tions, fences, etc., 379,000. 


EXPECT GOOD NEWS. 


There is every reason to believe 
that the extraordinary session of the 
Mexican Congress, which will be 
convened in the first part of May, 
will devote itself to solving the 
triangular financial problem of the 
republic, and that the foreign hold- 
ers of bonds and stocks in Mexican 
rails will hear good news before the 
end of the summer. 

There is also a possibility that the 
Congress may be called upon to en- 
act constructive legislation based on 
Article 123, establishing the rela- 
tions of capital and labor. 

Le Courrier du Mexique, oldest 
of the Mexican dallies and repre- 
senting the conservative element of 
the foreign colonies in the repub- 
lic, is of the opinion that while this 
article is “full of the best intentions, 
in practice it will be—at least as 
regards certain paragraphse—the oc- 
casions of many conflicts and the 
cause of a growing enmity and «a 
nuisance to the collective interests 
of employer and worker. 

Article CXXIII provides that “Con- 
gress and the State Legislatures 
shall make laws relative to labor 
with due regard for the needs of 
each region of the republic and in 
conformity with the following prin- 
ciples, and these principles and laws 
shall govern the labor of skilled and 
unskilled workmen, employees, do- 
mestic servants and artisans and in 
general every contract of labor.” 

LABOR LEGISLATION. 

The principles set forth are an 
eight-hour maximum for a day's 
work, seven-hour maximum for 
night work, no labor for women and 
children after 10 o'clock at night, 
no dangerous or unhealthy occupa- 
tions for women and children under 
16, or work beyond six hours for 
children over 12 and up to 16, no 
contract for labor of children under 
12, one day's rest for every six days’ 
work. 

Women shall not be ph 
overtaxed during three months tm- 
mediately preceding parturition; 
shall necessarily enjoy a period of 
rest for one month following par- 
turition, with full pay, with reten- 
tion of employment and rights they 
may have acqyired under their con- 
tracts. During the period of lacta- 
tion they shall have two half-hour 
rest periods daily in which to nurse 
their children. 

The minimum wage shall be suffi- 
cient to satisfy the normal needs» 
of the life of the workman, his edu- 
cation and his lawful pleasures, con- 
sidering him at the head of @ 
family, according to conditions pre- 
vailing in the region where he may 
reside. 

The provisions so far quoted are 
in accord with the most advanced 
labor legislation of the day in oth- 
er countries than Mexico, and will 
not be objected to. 

PROFIT-SHARING. 
Le Courrier du Mexique had in 


jmind such paragraphs as Section 


IX. which reads: 

“The determination of the min- 
imum wage and of the rate of profit 
sharing described in Clause XI (‘In 
all agricultural, commercial, manu- 
facturing or mining enterprises the 
workmen shall have the right to 
participate in the profits’) shall 
be made by special commission to 
be appointed in each municipality 
and to be subordinated to the cen- 
tral board of conciliation to be es- 
tablished in each State.” 

Other sections providing for em- 
ployers’ Mability, hygiene and sani- 
tation, legalization of unions and 
syndicates, recognition of the rights 
of workmen and employers to strike 
and to lock out, arbitration and 
conciliation of labor disputes, social 
insurance, co-operative associations 
for building purposes, etc., will be 
found in the laws of New Zealand 
other progressive common- 
wealths. 

Forcible profit-sharing, however, 
does not appeal to Le Courier du 
Mexique, which reminds tits read- 
ers that an internationa] commission 
on labor legislation presided over 
by Mr. Gompers has assembled eat 
Paris in order to work out a gen- 
eral system which can be applied to 
the settlement of labor questions in 
countries which will be members of 
the League of Nations. As Mexico 
will not refuse to belong to the 
League of Nations, the editor sees 
no necessity of Congress occupying 
itself at this time with anguishing 
social problems which really con- 
cern the whole world. 

PETROLEUM QUESTION. 


of the petroleum controversy—sa 
isfactory to the United States and 
the Allies, and to the petroleum in- 
terests also, if that be possible, short 
of giving them the repuDlic’s entire 
territories. 

Excelsior, in a vigorous editorial 
this morning, attacks the accepted 
interpretation of XXVIII, and 
suggests that this article be read in 
view of Article XIV, which says, in 
part: 

“No law shall be given retroactive 
effect to the prejudice of any person 
whatever. 

“No shall be deprived of 
life, liberty, property, possessions or 
rights without due . process of law 
instituted before a duly created 
court, In which the essential ele- 
ments of procedure are observed, 
and tm accordance with previously 
existing laws.” 

It shoul4d be added that no oppo- 
sition has developed in any im- 
portant newspaper here to the prop- 
osition to eliminate the retroactive 
features of Article XXVITI, conaid- 
ered by the ei] interests to be con- 
fiscatory. 

One reason for believing that the 
petroleum question need no longer 
be regarded as an international 
danger is the number of expensive 
improvements going on in Tampico.

MALAY’S GREAT 
RESOURCES, 


Peninsula Produces Most of 
World's Supply of Tin. 


Vast Jungle Visited by but 
Few Civilized Men. 


Natives Religious Enough to 
W orship the Devil.

Rubber, tin, camphor, tapioca,' 
oleomargarine and khaki, dye and 
the good old farmyacd rooster. How 
many people stop to think where 
there everyday things come from 
originally? Mice and elephants, 
asticklebacks and crocodiles, pea- 
cocks, and parrakeets, tigers and 
tarantulas, magnificent butterfiles, 
ecorpions, centipedes, innumerable 
monkeys and apes—these only com- 
Prise an insignificant part of the 
endless variety of living things in| 
the far-off jungle of the Malay 
Peninsula. 

Away in the China Sea, the most 
southerly part of Asia, a few day® 
sailing from the Philippines, is sit- 
vated this small country, producing 
practically the world’s supply of tin 
and plantation rubber. The Malay 
Peninsula is probably better known 
by ite two large seaports, Singa- 
pore and Penang, both of these be- 
ing situated on smal) islands belong- 
ing to Great Britain, quite close in 


to the mainiand, with which com- 
munication is kept by ferry boats. 

The peninsula may best be de- ' 
scribed as one vast forest or jungte, 
covering a tumbled mass of moun- 
tains, while the whole country is 
intersected every direction by 
rivers and strearna. 

Only an insignificant part of the 
country has been visited by human 


beings, except perhaps by the “jun- 
gie men.” The Malays yy 


live along the coasts and the 


of the rivers, rarely if ever, pene- 
trating the interior. 

For the six years the writer 
has been living in the jungle with a 
party of Malays, surveying rail- 
ways and roads across the penin- 
sula and into Siam, for the Brit- 
ish government. Sometimes for as 
long as a year no other white man 
was seen. : 

APPROACHING THE JUNGLE. 


The first part of the journey was 
made by train. In two days the 
end of the steel was reached and it 
became necessary to hire boats and 
coolies. Passing up the river every 
now and then would be seen trees 
full of monkeys feasting on wild 
fruit. Directly the boat approached 
them they would spring from 
branch to b ch, crashing through 
the leaves, taking tremendous leaps, 
mother monkeys holding little mon- 
keys in their arms, others with old- 
er children on their backs. 

Often beneath these monkey col- 
onies could be seen the gray-green 
form of a crocodile, patiently wait-; 
ing for one to drop into the river. 
Crocodiles are very common, and 
frequently catch the natives when 
bathing or fishing. coming along- 
side a boat and knocking ¢t occu- 
pant out b a ewish of the tail. 
They then drag their victim under 
water, drown him and bury him in 
the mud. 

Every few miles along the river 
banks we Malay villages, 
with their houses bullt about four 
feet above the ground on poles. 
The underneath part of the house 
forms a convenient place for gar- 
bage, as the floors in am have 
plenty of large cracks, through 
rubbish can conveniently be 

rop 

Malays live in their houses until 
they collapse from old age, and then 
build new ones. Usually one finds 
around the house various kinds of 
fruit trees. espeically the cocoanut, 
the nuts from which are generally 
gathered by trained monkeys. These 
monkeye heve a short tail, about 
an inch long. and are unusually in- 
telligent. When a cocoanut is wanted 
the monkey is sent up the tree and 
he will there select any particular 
rut that his master tells him, from 
perhaps a bunch of twenty. It is 
quite common to hear ® conversa- 
tion between monkey and master. 

COCOANUT GOOD FOOD. 


A fresh, green cocoanut usually 
contains from a pint to a quart of 


and is delicious to eat, being easily 
scooped out with a spoon. Immense 
quantities of cocoanuts are exported 
in the form of copra, which is the 
Gried kernel of the nut, and is used | 
principally for the manufacture of 
margarine and similar products. 

To continue the journey: Imagine 
yourself lying on a comfortable 
mattress in a houseboat, with @sup- 
ply of fresh cocoanuts and fruits, 
being slowly poled up a beautiful 
river. On both banks the dense 
jungle reaches to the water's edge, 
and leng vines hang down from the 
trees,.trailing in the water. Birds 


ally fash out into the sunlight and 
back into the gloom of the jungle. 

Malays are Mohammedans, but at 
the same time they are extremely 
superstitious and have a consider- 
able respect for the devil and oth- 
er evil)spirits, as well as ghosts. 
In fact, though very religious, the 
Malay prefers to keep in with the 
spirits and once a year holds an 
important rite called Tolak Balak, 
at which propfitiatory offerings are 
made to all evil spirits. The rite 
is held about sunset on 


ing the ceremony brings a cooked 
fowl. These are placed on the 
ground with numerous other offer- 
ings and round the heap are stuck 
numerous little white flags which 
have been Drought. one by every 
person atrending the ceremony. 
LEAVE THE SPIRITS SHARE. 


The Malays then have a feast on 
the cooked fowls and return home 
at sunset, leaving the spirit’s share 
fof the feast on the river bank, but 
each one taking with*him the lit- 
tle white fag. This flag he places 
in a conspicuous position outside 
his house as a sign to all evil spir- 
ite that he Was present at the rite 
of propitiation. 

During the night the offering, of 
course, disappears, but it would 
never do to suggest to the Malays 
that dogs or other animals had eat- 
en them. 


Sickness is always attributed to 
an evil spirit, and in these days of 
influenza masks it is very tnterest- 
ing to see how such evil spirits are 
disposed of in the Malay jungle. 

All spirits and ghosts are sup- 
posed to travel by night on the sur- 
face of rivers and upstream. Ir

Desfontaines, however, repaid his 
benefactor with ingratitude, attack- 
ing him in a volume “Observations 
on Modern Writers.” Voltaire re- 
plied by exposing the peccadilioes of 
Desfontaines, who retorted with oth- 
er publications and the dispute ran 
high. But the fame of Voltaire and 
his literary skill made him an over- 
whelming opponent, and brought up- 
on his adversary public disgrace. The 
whole incident is related at some 
length in Parton's life of Voltaire.

Guilbert’s debut at Lyons was 
greeted with hisses and the expres- | 
sion of the audience was echoed by 
the presse. After five days she was 
obliged to give up and return to 
Paris—a complete failure. Such was 
the beginning of the career of the 
greatest interpreter of dramatic art 
today. Those most interested in her 
urged a return to the legitimate 
stage, but, true to her convictions, 
she refused to listen to advice. She 
continued to try her luck on the 
stages of the various cafe concerts 
of Paris, with no amount of success, 
and it was finally in Belgium that 
her genius first obtained recognition. 
Paris took a little longer. Is a 
prophet always slow to receive honor 
in his own country? 

Too poor to afford teachers, this 
artist was forced to draw her in- 
spiration from the only creative and 
original power—life itself. What she 
gives her audiences is drawn from 
prima] sources, and the effect is that 
of life in its supreme expression and 
of moments chosen with that power 
of selection which ts the attribute of 
genius—or rather, is it not the ability 
of such an artist to make any mo- 
ment sublime? Her audiences catch 
flashes of her many-sided personal- 
ity; of the hours spent in museums 
and libraries, and in unceasing de- 
votion to her art, which is, after all, 
indivisible from her life. 

Though the language of Mme. 
Gulibert is French, her pantomime, 
her powers of mimicry and her im- 
personations are so expressive, so in- 
telligible, that our most celebrated 
film stars seem tame in comparison. 
Every moment is a part of that 
rhythm which has been the secret of 
all beauty since the world began, and 
her voice has a thousand inflections 
to convey different shadings of inter- 
pretations, Her genius is 80 com- 
prehensive, so broad in its humanity 
that it reaches all conditions of 
men. She has sung with equal ap- 
peal to royalty and to working peo- 
ple in Bngland, Italy, Russia, Ger- 
many, Sweden, Norway, Beigium, 
Spain and Portugal. 

It was this incomparable artist of 
whom Alphonse Daudet said, “She 
makes the blind to see and the deaf 
to hear,” and no une has expressed 
more forcibly the impression created 
by her gifts than the French poet, 
Maurice Rollinate, in the words, 
“The soul of the whole world lies 
in the soul of Yvette Guilbert.”

SENNETT, PSYCHOLOGIST 


He Delves Deeply Inte the Cause of 
the Laugh, 


Mack Sennett is a psychologist. 

“That is,” says Mr. Sennett, “I am 
a student of the psychology of un- 
conscious imitation. It sounds new, 
and I believe there has been less 
thought applied to this most iInterest- 
ing branch of psychology than to 
any other. 

“Undoubtedly everyone has, at 
some time or other, caught himself 
doing, unconsciously, some one thing 
peculiar to a personal friend or to 
some character in history or fiction 
whom he felt he really knew. 


“Have you not, yourself, been 
walking along the street, thinking 
of this friend, real or imaginary, 
and, without any seeming volition of 
your own, walked or talked or 
adopted some mannerism that dis- 
tinguished this friend or character? 

“Your doing unconsciously what 
this friend or character would do is 
certainly unconscious imitation. But 
what is the psychology of this un- 
conscious imitation? That’s what I 
want to know. That's why I am a 
student, and that’s what makes the 
atudy of it so interesting. Not alone, 
however, from the purely psycholog- 
ical standpoint, but from the fact 
that I can apply ‘Imitation’ in the 
production of my comedies. I am 
always looking for strange charac- 
ters, and no matter how hard I try 
to remember a characteristic that 
will work Into a comedy scene, quite 
often subjecte come so fast I can- 
not keep track of them. It is then 
my subconscious mind becomes ec- 
tive, and I find myself unconscious- 
ly doing what some person had done 
days or even weeks before. My mind 
seems to work in the same way as 
the old-fashioned string around the 
finger—it is a reminder. 

“What is the psychology of un- 
conscious imitation? A number of 
learned men have attempted to prove 
that it ogly becomes apparent in 
persons who are doubles—pointing 
to the well-known fact that every- 
one has a double somewhere. Oth- 
ers trace its activity to the germ of 
relationship. Whatever is the cause 
of this transformation or transmi- 
gration of mannerisms, it worked 
eut vividly in ‘Yankee Doodle tn Ber- 
lin’ in a number of cases, and | sin- 
cerely believe’ that it is to the work- 
ing of my subconscious mind that 
the biggest laughs in the picture 
were made possible. As I said, I am 
only a student, but if “Yankee Doodle 
in Berlin,’ with ite hundreds of 
laughs, is due in even small meas- 
ure to the influence of unconscious 
imitation, what will be the result ‘of

Braun fas a studio in San Diego, 
but Bis pictures are shown so often 
n Los Angeles that We have come to 
him ag one of our own paint- 
ers. His color is fresh and bril- 
liant, his composition is always well 
balanced and rhythmical, and his 
leaning is toward the decorative 
treatment in both color and compo- 
sition. In consequence, he “hangs” 
well, his canvases appear to be 
made for walle—as, of course, they 
are. It might be well for certain 
other landscape painfers not to for- 
get that all pictures are meant to be 
decorations for rooms, and that. 
thovgh they have a life and identity 
of their own, they have also what 
we may term “community” inter- 
ests. 

The most of the pictures in the 
present collection are undoubtedly 
“typical” of the artist, and these are 
al] good examples, but I confess that 
I prefer the two or three that can- 
not so be designated. “View of San 
ore from Balboa Park.” for in- 
tance. This is typical in composi- 
tion only, and not positWvely so even 
in that. Its color’ is unusual agd 
attractive, a sort of dusky, swarthy 
tone, in truth “the shages of night" 
as they descend on the landscape, 
yet najther murky nor muddy, but 
full of reflected light. I like this 
picture very much. I like, too, the 
acheme of blues in the mountains 
and trees of “Evening.” and the 
green in the sky and the pink in the 
clouds. The blues are all of a won- 
derful cobalt. The whole picture is 
effective, decorative. 

And I like the beautifully qui 
effect of “Along the Shore.” an ifi- 
jet of cerulean «ea, slender trees 
with fan-shaped follace seen against 
a light green sky, the foreground 
being a cold viridian green—the pic- 
ture is fresh and charming. Even 
more, perhaps, do I admire “Glo- 
rieta Bay.” the sween of blue wa- 
ter that meets the Italian pink of 
the sky. fits YPrilliant hue rippled 
and broken bv the wind, white salle 
on its halevon surface.

‘ednesday and Thursday trains 
will leave at these hours until the 
Twenty-third, or last one out, at 
12:30 o'clock on Friday morning. 
The trains will alternate between 
Sinzig and Oberwinter. 

To make this schedule some units 
are billeted overnight in towns near 
entraining points, . but most will 
march directiv to the train platform.

NAMED NEW ENGLAND. | 


Early Adventurer of Virginia First 
Praised Coast of Maine. 


Capt. John 
for his romantic career, particular- 
ly for the Pocahontag episode, is 
generally associated with Virginia, 
but he was tne first to discov- 
er the beau of the southwestern 
half of the’ Maine Coast and the 
first to draw a map of it. In 1614 
he explored the shores of what was 
then knoWn as North Virginia, but 


which he called New England, a name 


that has stuck, as have many others 
given by him.’ 

In “A Description of New Ens- 
land,” printed in London in 1616, 
Smith wRote: “I have seen at least 
40 several! habitations on the Sea 
Coast, and found about 25 excellent 
g00d Harbours and more 
than 200 Isles. Vrom Penobscot to 
Sagadahock this Coast is all Moun- 
tainous and Isles of huge Rocks, but 
overgrown with all sorts of good 
woodes for building houses, boats, 
barks, or shippes; with an incredible 
abundance of most sorts of fish, 
much fowle, and sundry sorts of 
good fruites for man's use. . 

The Savages compare their store 
in the Sea to the hatires of their 
heads; and surely there are an in- 
credible abundancé upon this Coast 
The most Northern part I 
was at was the Bay of Penobscot, 
which is East and West. North and 
South, more than ten leagues.”

ENCOURAGING THE OYSTER. 

There is an extensive salt water 
farm in Japan, where the gardeners 
encourage oysters to make pears. 
The farm has an area of about fifty 
square miles, and the water varies 
in depth from five to fifgfeen fathonis. 
The pearl farmer se! spots where 


the oyster spawn is plentiful and 
Planta small rocks and stones. As 
soon as they are covered with oys- 
ter spat he places them in special 
beds, where they lie undisturbed un - 
til the third year. It is said that an 
oyster will not produce a pearl ua- 
less a foreign substance irritates it. 
As soon as it feels the irritation it 
proceeds to cover the troublesome 
object with nacre, layer upon layer, 
until after a few years it has made 
a pearl. When the oysters are larce 
enough the pearl farmer takes them 
from their beds and, carefully copen- 
ing them, introduces into their bodies 
a tiny speck of some foreign subh- 
stance, After that he replaces them 
im the «en At the end of from three 


to five years the oyster has coated 
the foreign substance with nacrsa, 
and a pearl ‘s the result.—-[{In- 
dianapolis News.

HOW TORNADOES MOVE. 


Starting in Mississippi Basin They 
Will Follow Sun Northward. 


From Alabama comes the report 
of the season's first tornado. As the 
sun moves northward the tornado 
belt will, with slight deviations, keep 
pace with it, until In June there will 
be news of devastating storms in the 
Dakotas and Minnesota. 

The home of the tornado is the 
Mississippi basin. It never ventures 
east of the Alleghanies or beyond

the mountain barrier of the West. 
The physical gotour of the United 
States is responsible for this seem- 
ingly freakish favoritism. The Mis- 
sissippi basin is walled in by high 
ranges, and with spring the warm, 
moist winds of the Gulf move up 
the valley. Then a cold wind sweeps 
down from the Northwest and the 
two are hemmed in. When they 
meet under the right conditions they 
go “round and round,” forming, what 
in popular parlance is a “cyclone.” 

In meterological text-books, how- 
ever, there is a Gistinct difference 
between a cyclone and a tornado. A 
cyclone is an atmospheric disturb- 
ance of from 100 to 500 miles in 
Giameter, in which the wind moves 
in a circle in the opposite direction 
to the hands of a clock. All great 
storms which cross the United States 
from west to east, are cyclones. 

In a cyclonic area, under the 
right conditions, there may take 
place one or several tornadoes. A 
cyclone is big and sluggish, as @ 
rule, but a tornado is always little, 
in comparison and never sluggish. 
It may be only 200 yards in diame- 
ter, or less, and it moves forward 
with a epeed of sixty or seventy 
miles an hour. But accompanying 
this forward movement is a whirling 
movement that no instrument has 
ever been able to measure. It is a 
top moving across a floor while 
spinning at full speed. 

One of the interesting researches 


of the Weather Bureau 
tion of the word “tornado.” Dic- 
tionaries attribute it to the Spanish 
verb tornar, to turn, but the Weath- 
er Bureau is of the opinion tha® this 
is only partly right. According to 
it, tornado is a combination of two 
Spanish words, tornar, to turn, and 
tronido, thunder; hence, a thunder- 
storm that turns or twists.-[ New 
York Times.

balancing considerations of 
heavy indemnity and her opportunity 
for freedom in trade to enable her 
to pay it; the defensive frontier of 
France; the Italian frontier on the 
Adriatic, the boundaries of the new 
states; the definition of neighbor- 
hood rights; the Balkan boundaries; 
the autonomous units in Asia Minor; 
the disposition of the German col- 
onies—ail invelve controversy and 
some of the most acute and irritating 
character. | 


We must bear in mind that the 
conference was delayed by the time 
needed to gather together rep- 
resentatives from fourteen nations 
over the world who are 
to frame the treaty. Special com- 
missions had to be formed to get 
at the facts. Hearings had to be 
held for claimants. The British 
elections kept Lloyd George at home 
and during that time made it im- 
possible for him to join in those con- 
fidential interviews with other 
leaders amd premiers so necessary 
in smoothing out difficulties and 
reaching understandings. While the 
making of thé terms has been in 
the absen@e of the defeated powers, 
the interests of the conferees them- 
selves are often acutely adverse. 
Then too, the disinterested attitude 
of the Untted States leads its rep- 
resentatives to consider more care- 
fully than those of the conferees 
seeking purely selfish objects, the 
wisdom of restrictions upon Ger- 
many. Too great severity may de- 
feat its own purpose. 

The treaty is being negotiated by 
representatives of popular con- 


‘stituents and not by kings. Explana- 


tion is ealser to one man than to 
a people. Room has to be given 
for what is called in this country 
“buncomb.” <A show of fight must 
be made on hopeless issues for home 
consumption. “Open” diplomacy can- 
not move so swiftly as the old 
fashioned kind. 


Then there is a more subtle reason 
for time in the deliberations the 
negotiators must discuss and argue 
all of the conflicting issues over 
and over again until one has deeply 
impressed on him the real point of 
view of every other. This often re- 
quires heated criticism and even re- 
crimination, apparently most dis- 
couraging to a prospect of agree- 
ment and necessary to clear the air. 
Such talk is not waste of time. It is 
the usual and the only way to reach 
a compromise. 

The armistice tn our Spanish war 
signed on the 12th of August, 1898 


and the treaty of Paris was not 
signed till December 12. A pertod 
of four months elapsed. This was 


for a war which had. only begun in 
the previous April. This was for a 
peace which involved the settlement 
of rather simple issues between only 
two nations. 

The period between the armistice 
and the treaty of peace in the 
Franco-Prussian war was about the 
Same length and there the issues 


were simple and limited to two 
countries. 
The Congress of Vienna met to 


arrange the map of Europe after the 
Napoleonic wars took a year for its 
deliberations and the conferees had 
only kings and emperors to satisfy. 
We see therefore, that the delegates 


now at Paris have not been unreason. 


ably slow in their work, consider- 
ing the great detail and the many 
conflicting interests they have to 
settle and agree upon. 

Of course, the advantage of speed 
is manifest—and the President is 
reported to have pressed this upon 
his colleagues. Definite treaty 
rights and compact partnership of 
nations to declare and protect them 
and to deal with threatening Bol- 
shevism and quarreling countries in 
the sphere of the late war are badly 
needed. If the conference can finish 
its labors by the middle of May or 
the first of June. however, we 
should congratulate ourselves.

STRANGE RITES. 


Mysterious Ceremonies in the Vicini- 
ty of Manhattan. 


The Inhabitants of Manhattan— 
which is described by geographers 
as an isiand lying about a thou- 
sand miles to the east of the great 
city of Chicago—have a strange 
custom, the Ike of which is not 
known to exist elsewhere and the 
origin of which is lost in antiquity. 

Every twelve months the guardl- 
ans of the law of these people 
gather together all the weapons 
which have been taken from the 
persons of ‘evildoers — revolvers, 
dirks, bDlackjacks and “knucks’— 
load them onto a boat or craft and 
proceed in the direction of the sea 
until they reach a great statue 
called Liberty. 

Here the boat or craft pauses, and 
these weapons—to the value of 
$30,000, it ig said—are then cast 
into the deep, one by one, by the 
guardians of the law. Whether the 
throwing is accompanied by iIn- 
cantations or prayers is not known, 
as the guardians are very jealous of 
this rite. 

But ft is supposed that by this 
cegemony the guardians hope to 
purge the evildoers of their Avil 
spirit and thus preserve the lives 
and the properties of the Manhat- 
taners. Otherwise, it is dificult to 
expiain it, as the iron and steel in 
these weapons could, by a process 
well known to the people of this 
island, be melted down and con- 
verted into useful articles, as is, 
in fact, done by them with other old 
fron and steel. 

Neither can the strange custom 
be explained as a desire to lessen 
the number of revolvers, etc., for 
they are produced in large quadgt!- 
ties in contiguous to Man- 
hattan, and, indeed, are openly sold 
in the market placeg of the island. 

By others, however, it is said that 
the ceremony is an offering to 
propitiate Neptune, that he may be

Still others regard it as a 
tribute to Venus, who is held tn 
great esteem by the islanders, and

“This Countess Wedell,” she told} 
mé, “was a baliet girl at the Im- 
perial Operahouse like her mother 
before her. The mother became a 
ohance mistress of the Kaiser's 
grandfather, William il, and the 
present Countess Wedel) claims to 
have been the offspring of their 
temporary liaison. Despite this fact, 
she sought. te ensnare William 
when a young prince. 

“She suceteded, according to her 
own corroborated story. It hap- 
pened, I understand, in the Kaiser's 
student dave when, according to his 
court marshal, he never had twen- 
ty marks in his pocket, and when all 
hie disbursements were made by the 
court marshal'’s effice.

THE LIFE OF THE KAISER. 
I. 

“Is It a Fine Boy?” “Victoria.” 

But one person, Maj. von Nor-| 
mann, of the First Guards, was 
present, when, on June 15, 1888, at 
noon, scarcely an hour after Em- 
peror Frederick had breathed his 
last, Kaiser Wilhelm II drew the 
@bove dispatch from his father’s 
papers. 

“What did His Majesty say on 
discovering the Queen's telegram?” 
I asked Normann, at the late Em- 
peror’s funeral. 

“Not a word; yet he turned a 
shade paler, while his left hand 
convulsively closed around the hilt 
of his saber,” 

When a Prussian King Dies. 

Every time a Prussian King dies, 
a spirit of unspeakable savagry 
takes hold of his lawful successor. 

The Empress Frederick her, 
daughters, the members of her 
court, her physician, friends, and 
servants, were prisoners for many 
hours, beginning at five minutes past 
11 o'clock, on June 15, 1888. T'n- 
til her son and hetr had concluded 
his investigations and made all ar- 
rangements he intended to effect, no 
living soul was allowed to leave 
Castle Freidrichskron: sentinels with 
loaded riflés stood over the tele- 
graph operators to provent commu- 
nication with the outer world, and 
9 telephone was similarly guard- 


That upon the heel of these meas- 
ures the newly-macae Kaiser invited 
Normann to attend him in his search 
for state papers and other docu- 
ments. of which the one mentioned, 
while not the most valuable, wae 
certainiv not the least interesting 
shows the extent of his confidence 
in this man, then esteemed 48 a 
strict dieciplinarian. but in no other 
wav distinguished. 

I would not like ta assert that 
the imperial proclamations to the 
army and navy, dated June 15, 1888, 
were composed with ~on Normann's 
assistance while impatient crowds 
surrounded the palace. demanding 
news of the King, whom ther vagcue- 
ly supposed te be dead-—but these 
papers ere eo full of barrack brava- 
do and contempt for everything not 
military as to strongly suggest some 
such influence. 

“Thas we belong to each other— 
T am the army—thus we were born 
for each other. and thus we will 
stick to cach other forever. be there 

or storm. ag God wills tt.” A 

And while the army was honored 
and exalted, the tloval taxpayers 
had to wait for the customary roval 
greeting and a word of Information 
on the teeves of the day, until the 
18th of the month. 

Detatis of the Kaiser’s Birth. 

But to return to Queen Victoria's 
telegram. 

It was Gated January 28, 18539, 
twenty-four hours after the eldest 
son of Crown Prince and Crown 
Princess Fredrick William had seen‘ 
the light. 

William was born quite economic- 
ally, a midwife receiving him, and 
a court physician, assisted by the 
then highly-reputed Berlin special- 
fet for women's diseases, the tate 
Dr. Martin, looking gravely on after 
the manner of hie kind. 

In Germany. you must know, a 
doctor thinks it beneath himself to 
take the child, and is supposed to 
act only in case grave complications 
arise; nine times out of ten he con-

Kaiser's Pride in His Strength. 

William's right hand is mas- 
sive and ugly in appearance, ugly, 
too, when clasping that of a frien. 
Before I wus presented to him, 
Court Marshal von Liebenau warned 
me against his mighty grip; but, 
though I weht through the ordeal 
with teeth se:, I could hardly sup- 
press an outcry. which amused the 
Prince exceedingly. 

How proud the Emperor used to 
be of his personal strength was evi- 
dent from the fact that he prompt- 
iv adopted the simile suggested to 
him several years ago, when a for- 
elgn correspondent likened his fist 
to the “terrible right’ of the then 
champion of the world. John UL. 
Sullivan, whereupon his sister of 
Meiningen, who adores strong men, 
remarked: “I hope Sullivan has 
not the bad raste to wear as many 
rings as my big brother.” 

This weakness is, however, to some 

extent excusable, as it is thus the 
Kalser tries to hide a number of 
nasty moles which disfigure his 
hand.

That, I am sure, 
js a mistake: five feet five or six 
Inches is the highest that even Ad- 
jutant Count Moltke, who has a very 
eure eye in such matters allows. 
Be that as it may be he has a 
respectable enough figure, holding 
himeelf straight as an arrow. 


His Constant Fear of Cancer. 
The numerous newspaper persons 
who talk glibly about the Kaiser's 
“cancerous” ear trouble, have, I im- 
agine, information on the point that 
was inaccessible to those tn daily at- 
tendance upon His Majesty, for 
whether the dread malady hag set- 
tled in that organ or not, is an open 
question, even with William's own 
physicians. Improbable it is not.

The English royal family escaped 
with a budget of vile scandal—the 
Prussians got the lesser dowry and 
the most awful disease to boot — 
hardluck or fate? After the Four 
Georges, England had a succession 
of honest, decent, peaceful kings. 
All Queen Louise's portraits are 
remarkable for a scarf the lady 
invariably wears under her chin; 
even her oldest portraits and hwusts

Apparatus for Cure of Ear.

“Most motorists are familiar with 
the fact that the dual-valve principle 
is finding considerable popularity at 
present among designers of poppet- 
valve motors. Not so many are 
aware that the same results achieved 
by dual-valve practise in the poppet- 
valve motor have been a feature of 
the Stearns slieeve-valve motor for 
the past nine years,” declares W.

On January 15, 1919, we made a reduction in Moreland 
prices based upon the drop in material costs that occurred 
shortly after the first of the year, and also, upon an anticipated 
drop some time in the spring.

ORDER FOR CARBURETORS. 


With the receipt. last week, of a 
large order from a New England 
shipduilding coneern, for four-ineh 
Miller carburetors, by the Harry A. 
Miller Manufacturing Company, 
Marry A. Miller gave out some infor- 
| mation regarding important naval 
airplane development and tests that 
he witnessed when in government 
employ in the East. last year. 

“For the purpose of attacking 
Germany's strongest naval base in 
the North Sea, a high-powered sea- 
sied. from the deck of which bomb- 
ing could take flight. was de- 
signed and perfected in this coun- 
try. it was intended that these 
should be built in sufficient numbers 
and pe ready for service by June of 
this year. Last August I rode in a 
trial on one of these sea 
sleds.” he etated. 

“These sleds, on which the gov- 
ernment has arrived at quantity 
production, are fifty-two feet long, 
twenty feet wide, and draw but 


six inches of water. Fach one is 
equipped with four 500-horse-power 
engines, and each engine drives a’ 
large propeller. The propellers are 
but partly submerged. and these, 
when the eraft. which has a speed 
from fitty-fiye to sixty-five miles an 
hour, is hitting the high places, 
throw water in the air to a great 
height. Traveling at top speed, 
airplanes with a carrying 
of 1000 pounds of high explosive, 
can be easily taunched into the air 
from the sea sied. 

“SBubmarines, sub-chasers. nor anv 
kind of craft. it is asserted, has 
positively any chance to stop the sea 
sied, and with sufficient numbers in 
action, it is the opinion of experts 
that in a few minutes Helgoland, 
the great German base, would have 
been entirely erased from the map.” 

The Miller carburetor, he stated, 
after exhaustive tests. has been 
made standard equipment by the 
government for these new engines 
of war.

“It is a common practice now for 
the person to buy a car on lease 
contract with a low first payment 
and then turn around and sell the 
car to some unsuspecting person or 
even a dealer. The result is that 
when the purchaser has paid a 
goodly sum on the car he finds that 
he has no title in it and before he 
can secure title he must pay off the 
balance due the dealer on the 
original lease contract. 

“The provision that we have put 


before the Legislature will entirely 
eliminate this practice so that’ when 
the public buys a car from a reliable 
dealer he will have the double as- 
surance that he is buying a car that 
is “buyable”’ and. that he will not 
have to pay for it but once.”

Instead 
Of the usual “Cal.,.” in order not to confuse 
i with “Colo.” which is the abbreviation for 
Colorado. 

Mm is things like this that causes a true 
Californian to rise up on his feet and roar 
like a mad tiger. 

We remember how in the old days on this 
paper Gen. Otis used to pound the table and 
order to be shot at sunrise anybody who ad. 
dressed a letter to him or to The Times ab 
breviated “Calif.” 

If whoever it is that conducts the abbre- 
Yiation bureau of the United States Post- 
office is afflicted with inexcusable and crass 
ignorance, that’s no reason why we should 
steep ourselves in the same shame and 
ignominy. 

As you value your life and the good name 
of God's country, do not obey this mandate. 
Rather let us revolt and secede from the 
Union. 

In the immortal words of Patrick Henry, 
“if this be treason, make the most of it.” 

But, it shall not be necessary for us to 
bereft the Union of the glory and the grace 
of California. There is a way out of this 
thing. And that way is not to abbreviate 
the name of California at all, but to always 
write it out in full, which is the right way 
and the most dignified way. 

Indeed, why should so sweet and lovely a 
bame, a name so filled with music and de- 
Heht. be abbreviated? Is it not a joy to 
Gwell upon it, to taste the sweetness of it 
On our tongues and lips? Then why en- 
Geavor to bite it off in a short chew, so to 
speak, or to lose one morse! of it? 

Write it out in full every time, just as it 
is—C-a-+-it-orn-ta. And then let that post- 
Office fellow “go chase himself,” as the say- 
ing is. 

Then, after that, let us speak the name as 
it should be spoken, and not as we speak it 
now. us say “Kab-lee-for-nia” as they 
Said it made the name in the hallowed 
jong ago when the world was young: as 
Juan Rodriguez Cabrillo said it, and all who 
followed after him o the shining highways 
of the past, 

Tt is name which, spoken on any higb- 
way or byway of the world today, those who 
hear it will stop to listen. 

Heaven knows that we Californians have 
been falling into bad habits of nomencla- 
ture fast enough without the government 
taking a hand to encourage us farther in our 
sins. It is a disgrace and a shame that we 
Bite off and slaughter in our teeth the sweet, 
lovely, euphonious and musical names in 
California as we do. 

Now, what punishment could be too se 
vere for whoever has the indecency to call 
San Francisco “Frisco,” San Bernardine 
“Berdoo,.” Los Angeles “Los,” Mt. San An- 
tonio “Old Baldy.” Mt. San Gorgonio “Gray- 
back,” and so on, ad infinitum? 

In the name of all that is dear and beauti- 
ful in life, in the name of all that fs cultured 
and gentle and holy, let us reform. 


And let us begin our reformation, right 
mow, from this day on, by writing out the 
name of California always in full on every 
acrap of paper that we put our hands to.

Women, Not Men, Prefer 
the Color Red. 


T HAS been demonstrated that, in a jum- 

ble of colors, red, orange, blue and black 
catch the eye of the average person first and 
when it comes to sex differences the conclu- 
sion is that men generally prefer blue and 
women red, the converse of a widely held 
opinion. Affecting all color preferences are 
individual differences in the matter of sex, 
age, nationality, education and other lke 
distinctions as well as conditions which af- 
fect the color itself, such as the background 
against which it appears, the time given to 
ite contemplation and the area over which 
it is displayed.

KFORE leaving London If had been in- 
duced by an old actor I had met to 
buy his’ wardrobe, as be had no 
present use for it and wanted the 
money.

It consisted of several pairs of 
worsted tights of various colors, some shoes 
and boots of different periods, a few wigs 
and several fragments of costumes, all con- 
siderably worn but serviceable if arranged 
with ingenulty, an accomplishment I found 
to be possessed by most of the actors and 
which I speedily found it necessary to ac- 
quire 


1 learned that all costumes, except for 
strictly modern plays, were provided by the 
management, the actor providing only his 
tights, shoes, wigs, linen, laces, etc. 

The wardrobe at Sunderland was owned 
by an old Scotchman who traveled with it 
as stock in trade from place to place and 
engaged himself to provide the costumes 


for the theater for a season on the basis of 


a weekly salary. 

The old Scotchman, I think his name was 
McDougal—at any rate he was Very proud 
ot his name—spoke with a strong accent, 
wore a Glengarry cap at all times to conceal 
his baldness, never for a moment permitted 
you to forget the characteristics of his na 
tionality. 


He had studied national and medieval 
costumes. At least, he said he had, and 
that he had made all of his stock in trade 
with his own hands, a fact of which IT had 
no doubt, for most of his pet dresses—and 
be had his pets—were fearfully and won- 
derfully made. He was very religious, 
could quote scripture, didn’t smoke, but 
took snuff constantly, and the greatest com- 
pliment he could pay you as an evidence of 
his appreciation was to give you a pinch of 
his favorite rappee.

The footman would an- 
nounce the gentleman, the gentleman would 
hand bis hat and coat to the footman, the 
lady would advance to receive him, they 
would sit down, hold an imaginary conver- 
sation, the gentleman rise, take his leave, 
the servant re-enter, give gentleman his 
hat and coat and show him out. 

We would continue for two hours in such 
practice with varying incicents, giving us 
an ease and knowledge of social menners th 
polite society. Another morning we would 
rehearse struggles, seizures and arrests and 
the stronger action of melodramag. 

I eannot remember at this time the 
sequence of our visiting stars, but I re 
call the personalities and performances of 
several of them, notably, Mr. Samuel 
Phelps, a tragedian, and a great actor. He 
belonged to the methodical sclicol of 
Macready, his reading, movement and busi- 
ness being studied and precise; nothing left 
to chance or circumstance. but worked out 
like a problem in Euclid 

He played such parts as Hamlet, Mac 
beth, Wolsey, Sir Pertinax MacSycophant, 
etc. Mr. Phelps took himself seriously 
and never lost his dignity. 

We were rehearsing Macbeth with him, 
our Heavy leading lady rehearsing the part 
of Lady Macbeth. It was not considered 
good form to act at rehearsal, there being 
ap old saying “A good actor at rehearsal 


was a bad actor at night,” buat our Lady” 


Macbeth, desiring to make a good impres 
sion on the eminént star, acted at rehearsal 
for all she was worth. In the benauet 
stene where Macbeth sees the ghost of 
Rangno at the table and suggested ap 
propriate terror, Lady Macbeth fell on her 
Knees and frantically grasped her husband 
round the waist. Mr. Phelps, disconcerted 
by the lady's action, stopped the rehearsal 
and wounded the poor lady to the quick by 
exclaiming: “For God's sake, don’t claw 
me abost in that way, madam.” 

I must admit that the tragic stars were 
sometimes cruel and tyrannical in those 
days. Mr. Phelps would never rehearse 
after 2 o'clock. His valet, a witty but 
irreverent fellow, asserted with a strone 
cockney accent: “Playful Sam always 
gees to his garbage at two,” meaning to 
convey the information that bis master, Mr. 
Samuel Phelps, always took his luncheon 
at that hour.

A correspondent writes: 

“I found a woman in Pasadena who was 
suffering from incipient meningitis, and 
was diagnosed by a prominent ¥. D. as hav- 
ing locomotor ataxia. 

“In December she had left weak and ail- 
ing. She consulted an M.D. who said she 
was ‘run down’ and shouli at once go to the 
hospital and get inoculated with a special 
serum ‘to prevent influenza.’ 

“She remained in the hospital three 
weeks, during which time she received a 
blood test, and four injections of serum. On 
leaving the hospital she paid her bill of 
£195. $10 of this being for the Dlood test, 
and considered the matter settled. A month 


couraged, but | soon relieved bis anxiety. 

“I discovered that the correct diagnosis 
was eczema, not syphilis. Even if i were 
syphilis, what difference does it make? 
Kezema, or syphilis, is curable, and the 
right treatment is without drugs, serum: or 
salves, or Wassermann blood tests.

Many of them are 
only cases of skin rashes from incorrect 
diet, and bad habits, such as those of smok- 
ing and drinking. 

“T have the published statement of a dis- 


eminent surgeon toid him that nothing but 
the removal of the large intestine would of- 


fer any hope. 

Tien Mr. Lamb consulted Alvarez, who 
found him “a nearly perfect specimen of hu- 
manity, with as normal a digestive tract as 
one could wish to see.” Alvarez suggested 
that if he would leave his bowels alone, he 
might get back to the condition from which 
he started. He did so, adopted a rational 
diet and recovered.

All Sorts of Trades. in 
the Animal W orld. 


ROVOKING almost equal astonishment, 
howevef, are many animal potters, 
paper-makers, tailors and cigar-makers. One 
may well appear incredulous at these 
designations. But suppose we visit an 
Agenia pottery wherein labor fragile crea- 
tures no larger than a common gnat, 
somber-coated and unpretentious like so 
many good workmen; yet so skillful in their 
craft are the Agenias that they are sur- 
passed by few, if any, workers in clay. The 
pots they fashion are delicate and sym- 
metricaly like the pieces of a tiny china set. 
Agenia punctum fashions tiny oval jardl- 
uieres, while Agenia hyalipennis shapes its 
ware in the form of a primitive drinking cup. 
But it is not alone in the graceful curves 
of their fragile vessels that these potters dis- 
play their genius, but in glazing. The inner 
ae well as the outer surface is carefully 
tooled, and the vessel is made thorouchly 
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wetter Ught. This te Gone We 
ing their waterproofing material in/ a thin 
film over the inside of the vessel, just as 
our common earthenware is glazed inside 
while the outer surface is left in its original 
crudity. The purpose of these pots appeirs 
to be solely to catch and contain water for 
drinking in periods of drought. 
Paper-making has been mentioned. The 
insects denominated generally as wasps car- 
ried on this industry long before it was in- 
vented by man, and the paper they produce 
will bear comparison in many respects with 
our own weaves; for they know equally well 
how to make blotting paper and that which is 
rendered tougher and less porous by means 
of size. When so placed as to be sheltered 
from the rain, their paper is simply com- 
posed of wood fiber reduced to pulp. On the 
other hand, where it is subject to exposure 
the wasps cover it with a protective varnish, 
or, in other words, give it a coat of size. 
This paper will carry ink, and is superior to 
many of our own papers in that it sheds, in- 
stead of absorbing, water. Indeed, so many 
wasp families practice this industry that 
they have raised it to the level of a “na

Thus the leaf 
dwellers garb themselves like wood fairies 
in leafy apparel; those which camp on our 
cld coats rob Peter to pay Paul, as the ray- 
ing is, and warm themselves in snug woolen 
wrappers; while those born to the ermine 
luxuriate in robes of fur. 

The strangest clothiers of all, however, 
are several larvae of caddis files, whose gar 
ments are composed of shells, often with the 
living occupants still inside. Fastening & 
number of these around the body, the larvae 
drag them about at pleasure, and as Reaumur 
remarked, it is a covering as singular as 
though a savage, instead of clothing himself 
with skins, should make a garment of living 
minks or other sma! animals.

most bitter enemy of Polish nationality. 
Prussia looked upon the demend for the re- 
creation of Poland merely as the stripping 
from Prussia of protecting districts as far 
west as Berlin. The eastern frontier was 
left strategically weak by *he Congress of 
Vienna in 1815. Immediately after this Con- 
gress, Prussia made an attempt to concilt- 
ate Polish sentiment; the serfs wore eman-

The revolution of 1820 in Prussian Poland 
alarmed the Prussian government and led it 
to begin a programme of Germanization, in- 
terrupted slightly by the revolution of 1948. 
The following remarkable description of 
German warfare at that time is of interest

‘6 LL the rules and usuages of civilized 
warfare were totally disregarded by 
the Prussians: Prisoners were slaughtered; 
the wounded in the hospitals were killed and 
in one instance burned to death, the hospital 
having been set on fire by the victorious 
party. Other prisoners were marked with 
vitriol] on hands and ears.” 
Christian .Pischer, assessor of the High 
Court of Posen, wrote, “I hear German offi- 


cers and officials ask each other with a [eel-. 


ing of horror, whether this Barbarity of the 
uncivilized, infuriated Germans—whether 
this ferocious desire for murder, which de- 
lights in exterminating and tormenting even 
a conquered énemy, is inherent in the na 
ture of the German.” 

The Prussian wolf triumphed and Bismarck 
addressed himself to Polish affairs, on finé 
ing that the Germans were strangely becom 
ing Polinized instead of the Poles Ger- 
manized. He made German the language in 
all schools, and forbade Polish at all public 
meetings, intensifyiug the policy latef.

Given 
this foothold, the spider mounts, adds an- 
other rung, and is soon-at liberty. 


The young of many species of spiders 
practice aeronautics. As a preparatory 
measdre they always appear to consider 
carefully the direction of the wind, and, 
turning their breast toward the quarter from 
which it is blowing, they stand on tiptoe and 
raise the body. Suddenly they will dart 
four or five threads from their spinners in 
undulating lines like films of silk blown by 
the wind. They may be more than a yard 
in length and diverge in an ascending man- 
ner. The apider then quickly lets go ite bold 
of any elevated object where ft may be 
perched and is quickly borne from view. Its 
threads are so woven as to be buoyant, and 


the air current does the rest. 

Qne great naturalist has stated that the 
aeronautic spider can propel its thread in 
any direction, either tn stationary air or in a 
breeze, and that electricity is the one and 
only reason or explanation. But it would be 
wearisome to analyze fully such a perplex- 
ing conundrum; though equal perplexity is 
inspired by the common water spider, a dull 
looking brown-and-olive creature that makes 
a remarkable submarine structure best com- 
pared to a diving bell. 


This bell is, so to speak, woven entirely 
of silk, the threads crossing one another in 
multiple directions and forming a strong but 
delicate and water-tight structure. The 
door is directed downward, and the cavity 
is filled with air, which, shining through 
the white silken walls, gives it a beautiful 
silvery semitransparency. 


In this curious abode the spider dwells. 
Smitten with hunger, she. will abandon her 
retreat so skillfully that the bell remains 
water-tight. She then scourg the water 
for insects, which she either devours on the 
surface or after returning home. But how 
is the bell kept supplied with air? When- 
ever the supply becomes exhausted, the 
spider carries down a small bubble of eir 
from the surface and deftly releases it un- 
der the web. Some authorities contend 
that the air is held.in the dry, hairy coat; 
others that the hind legs of the spider have

The Robber Crab is Beyond 
Even the Story Tellers. 


AD Baron Munchausen hasarded his 

reputation for veracity by speaking of 
an island where one might encounter 4% 
especies of giant crab busily occupied in dig- 
ging holes in the earth, while others were 
climbing trees and. still others gathering 
cocoanuts, the hearer might well have been 
incredulous. Yet there afte such crabs, 
whole armies and empires of them; which, 
incidentally, may be the reason why Mun- 
chausen or Crusoe did not tell 
the story. 

At any rate the great robber crab, whose 
habitat is in the South Pacific, is a creature 
of prodigious strength which scales trees 
almost with squirrel-like agility, and cracks 


cocoanuts preparatory to conveying the 
milk to its self-built earthen den. 

The crab, feeling that dinner time is ap- 
proaching, begins by tearing the outer 
jacket, fiber by fiber, from the nut. Having 
weakened the shell sufficiently near the 
three eyeholes, the vandal begins by ham- 
toering one of the eyeholes with a heavy

This is one of the most remarkable cases 
animal instinct on record and is vouched for 
by no less an authority than Darwin.

The Bird Constructs a 
Perfect Incubator. 


UR own country has its anima) artists 

and artisans. Observe the thrush or 
the homely blackbird working up material 
for a summer home. They mix pieces of 
grass or other tendrils with the mud, just as 
a bricklayer mixes hair with his mortar to 
make it bind better, and, after drying the 
composition with the warmth of their bodies, 
succeed in creating a cup both thin and 
strong. This cup is surrounded by a thick 
coating of grass, roots, and similar material. 
* Consider what an ideal incubator this is. 
The impervious lining, through which 
neither wind nor rain can penetrate, the 
stout, closely woven wrapper which k¢eps 
the interior warm—could anything be better? 
Nothing is missing, except a radiator of 
some sort and a lid, to make this a perfect 
incubator. And the parent bird supplies 
these with her own body. 

“To return to the marvels of the ant world 
—those tiny Individuals, as alien to other 
insects as though they dwelt on anothcr 
planet—creatures to which there is no sup, 
no day, no night, no speech, and no hearing 


—the ants present, indeed, some wonderful! 


~ 
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features. Working forever on an earth of 
aflence and midnight, is it to be wondered at 
that, until recent years, comparatively speak. 
ing,.buman beings were quite ignorant of 
the qualities of these highly developed ar- 
tists and craftsmen? 


As with spiders, generally speaking, the ~ 


ants are a “nation” of unmarried females, 
for a vast majority of whom existence is as 
an Adamless Eden. 

Observe the doorways of an ant village a! 
the approach of evening. and you wit] be 
ahtonished at the mighty bustle and confu- 
sion. That is to say, it seems to be confu 
sion. But closer observation will show that 
they are barricading their doors against the 
night. Back and forth, up and dewn, they 
hurry, bearing little pieces of wood, plecinge 
the largest pieces at the bottom and the 
«emallest at the top. Then they will bring 
auantities of dry leaves and other similar 
material with which a roof covering may Be 
made, This, om a microscopic scale, rivals 
the art of our builders when they 

pbuilding. Nature seems everywae 

have anticipated tbe 
taventions of which 
we boast, and this is 
one of the most sim- 
ple. 

Any book of refer 
ence will tell one that, 
in proportion to its 
size, the ant is the 
strongest of all crea 
tures, but until re 
markable experimet ts 
were made by an 
American authority. it 

Was not known how 
the ants see without 
éyes and hear without 
ears. These  <discov- 
eries rendered the ant 
tenfold more wonder- 
ful than anybody ever 
imagined. 

Projecting from the 
head of every ant are 
two tiny horns that 
are continually being 
waved in the air. 
They each have at the 
end from four te a 
dozen, points, and 
pid point is a nose. 

nose detects the 
odor of the home, another of a relative, ap- 


other of a close friend, or ally, and atill an-. 


other detects ap enemy, and so on. Each 
ant-inherits a peculiar and distinct odor, or 
rather each family does, and this is a svb- 
stitute for color and outline. 

As for the second eni vith- 
out ears—-it was found that, by placing an 
ant nest near a plano and playing thereon. the 
creatures absolutely ignored the sound: but 
that when the nest was placed on the piano. 
it was as though an insect Pan had ap 
peated or a tiny anarchist had tossed « 


‘homb amid the colony. By following this 


line of experiment the amazing fact was 
ascertained that ants hear with their fect— 
the most sensitive feet in the world. 

Among many other interesting revelations 
it appears that our own brown ants are not 
only the most industrious, but the most 
edroit and masterly architects of the nation, 
s0 to say. 
stories rather than half an inch in 
height. 


On examining each story separately, the 
investigator discerned a number of carefully 
designed cavities or halls, lodges or narrower 
dimensions, and long corridors that served 
for genera) communication.

Attention may also be invited to the enig- 
matic parasol ants, which are known—much 
too well—in the tropics—hbecause of their 
destructive habit of clipping pieces on: of 
the leaves of trees and carrying them away 
to their nests. But they have a higher ir: dus- 
try, beside which even house-building and 
harvesting are commonplace; that of making 
mushroom beds and. cultivating mushrooms 
such as fill a very important place on their 
bill of fare.

HB mad Nietzsche spoke of the small 
nations as the “little lambe fattening 
in adjacent meadows” waiting for 
the day when they would be devoured 

by their powerful neighbors; but the history 
of Poland furnishes a surprise which neither 
a mad nor a sane philosopher could have 
expected, The history of Poland, instead of 
ending with the third and last partition in 
1796, continues as a varied and interesting 
story, full of wonderful surprises. 

The Polish nation was destroyed but the 


and their characteristics have become in- 
tensified. Most extraordinary of all, they 
have made themselves over socially and eco- 


cleavage separating nobles and peasants has 
disappeared, a sturdy middie class has 
arisen, a remarkable industrial development 
has occurred, and modern Poland stands a 
distinct, virile nationality waiting to be 
recognized as a modern force in Europe.

passed into the hands of thrifty cultivators. 
Although over half of the land fs held by 
small freeholders, a great surplus of the 
population has been absorbed by the Indus- 
trialiem of the cities. The artisans form @ 
new middle class, and pumbers of manufac- 
iurers send a great stream of soods to 
Russia, the main customer for cotton goods 
and the other products. 

This rapidly growing middie class brought 
entirely new ideas into Poland; the old ro 
manticisam was dead: the young Poles, in- 
stead of writing poetry, attucked the tradl- 
tion of aristocracy and clericalism, and 
formed a new intellectual movement concen- 
trated upon the problems of the day, thus re 
acting against the political idealism which 
had wasted so much energy. 

It should be said here, however, that the 
traditions of this past. of the glory that was 
Poland, have bad great influence in holding 
the people firmly together as a racial unit. 
The greatest and most original body of 
Polish Mterature is that of proscription and 
exile. Many graceful poets kept alive the 
splerdor of the golden age of independence; 
Malczewski, a friend of Byron, was sald to 
have suggested to the latter the subject of 
Mazeppa. 

Niemcewicz lived tn America for ten years 
and in an epitaph for himse!f addressed his 
fellow exiles, ending with the refrain, “The 
wild dove has its nest, and the worm a clod 
of earth, each man a country, but the Pole 
a grave.” 

Adam Mickiewisz hag often been called 
the head of Slavic literature since the death 
of Pushkin, and ts the greategt poet of Po- 
land. He is frequently compared to Words- 
werth and Shelley, in his wonderful descrip- 
tlone of the deep forests of his native Lith- 
vania and of the weird sights and sounds 
of their dark recesses. He presents [ascl- 
nating pietures of the old-fashioned Polish 
homes with their family feuds and patrt- 
archial manners, and makes a vivid proces- 
sion of the luxurious nobles, the Jews and 
peasants, and the manners and customs of 
each class. 

Of the many earlier writers, the best 
known is Copernicus, who dedicated his 
great work to the Pope in order to save him- 
self from attack. There was little foreign 
influence, except traces of French literature. 
Sigismund of the Jagiello family married a 
lady from Milan who introduced irtists and 
painters from Italy.

In the ten years following the third parti- 
tion, there was immense emigration of 
the more high-<pirited Poles who spent this 
decade fighting the battles of the French 
Revolution and of Napoleon all over Wu- 
rope. They were knowr as the Polish te 
gions and were commanded by famous Po- 
lish generals, Dombrowski and others. 


Napoleon Justified the Sus- 
picions of Kosciuszko. 


NLY Kosciuszko stood aloof and his 
suspicion of Napoleon was well justi. 
fied, for when the Corsican had defeated 
Russia he callously abandoned Poiand. The 
grand duchy of Warsaw ereated by Napo- 
leon for the Poles was a magnificehit re 
eruiting ground for the Emperor himself: 
in one year, 65,000 recruits, and later 97,000, 
were drawn from it. The constitution dic 
tated by Napoleon was on the french model. 
Seventy thousand Poles marched with the 
Grand Army into Russia but on the defeat 
of this army, the downfall of the grand 
duchy of Warsaw followed. 
The Russians now took Wursaw bit nany 
Poles hoped that Alexander would restore 


their kingdoms, and he encouraged this de- 
lusion, sincere in a sentiment for freedom if 
it worked to his own advantage. The fa 
mous Polish Prince Adam Czartoryski was 
an intimate friend of Alexander's and had 
been brought up as a sort of hostoge at the 
Russian court. 

Adam and his brother Constantine as 
youths hdd been summoned to the Russtan 
coum- count by Catherine, whe was so impressed 
with them that she made them centlemen- 
in-waiting, and restored 
part of their confiscated 


estates. Adam and 
Alexander met each 
other at a ball and 


formed a life-long “in- 
tellectual friendship” 
for each other. Adam 
had a remarkable life 
marked by brilliant po- 
sitions, travel, changes 
of fortune, duels (as in 


the case of that follow- 
ing his marriage to 
Anna Sapilezanko) and 
a share in various revo- 
lutions. 

The secret object of 
Adam Cazartoryski was 
to restore Poland to 
her old frontiers: with 
Alexander’s approval he 
made the University of 
Vilna a center of Polish 
culture. Alexander's 
favor went so far that 
after many internation- 
al bickerings he decided 
to establish the famous 
Congress Kinedom of 
Poland, made up of all 
the purely Polish Rus- 
sian districts after the 
Congress of Vienna in 
18156. The Poles were 


granted an executive, a 
Polish army, a separate 
budget, freedom of the 
press, and persona! lib- 
erty. The Russian au- 
tocrat and men who had 
inherited the traditions 
and characters of the 
Poles could not under- 
stand each other, and 
Alexander soon reduced 
the constitution to «6 


formality. 

Under Nicholas I, who hated Poles, the 
revolution of 1830 occurred. The revolt 
started at Warsaw where Constantine, the 
brother of the Czar, was the imperial repre- 
sentative. Constantine, who loved parades 
and thought war was the ruin of soldiers, 
had allowed displays of Polish nationality, 
culminating in this uprising. 

The punishment of the Poles was severe; 
many were sent to Siberia, and their privi- 
leges revoked. Czartoryski escaped to Eng- 
land and tried to get English help. A Polish 
poet who received him saya: “He arrived 
in England depriyegof all his property and 
his whole luggage was represented by a 
small trunk. I well remember when I was 
his father’s aide-de-camp, fifty years agc, 
and when the tents of his suite were carried 
by 300 horses.and fourteen camels.” The 
prince gained.nothing in England ex cept 
plenty of good dinners. 

The Congress Kingdom was reduced to a 
Russian province, and Poles again fied the 
country to fight for Hungarian independence.

fighting on the revolutionary side but disap 
pointed by the Crimean War and all other

N 1863 the fina) uprising of the Poles took 


place in Russian Poland. The Poles no . 


longer had an army, and this uprising was 
not a wel; organized affair; most of the 
men were armed with pikes, scythes, and 
sticks, while the Russians hed rifles, » 
pitals, and all supplies. Many spectacalar 
events marked the career of the secret 
agents of the secret revolutionary party. 
called stiletcziki, from the daggers they car- 
ried. The axzttation was one of sheer ter- 
foriem by a secret society which organ'zed 
political assassination. 


Attempts to murder the viceroy Count 


Berg led to the destruction of a famous 
palace and its store of treasures including 
the favorite pianoforte of the Polish mzu- 
sician Chopin. Alexander II had been rather 
humane: now there was a return to the 
harsh methods of Nicholas I and the Polish 
nobles and gentry—the educated classes 
were crushed, although the peasants were 
freed. 


Since 1864, the Russians have followed « 
policy of Russification, althougn not so con- 
sistent a system as the rigid Prussian policy 
towards the Poles. This process has been 
most interesting and is especially fitum{inat- 
ing at the moment. An attempt was made 
to withdraw the serfs from the influence of 
the nobles and clergy, the eaucated classes 
with political ideas, by separating the lower 
class into purely peasant communities. 
pensation ter the land was grven to the 
nobles, and it was then given to the peas 
ants as freeholds. A million and a half of 
seasant proprietors rejoiced in this ‘turn 
of fortune, and but few were left unprov 
with land. In time, however, the peasants 
became the very backbone of nationaliem 
because they were oppressed by stupid "us- 
sian minor officials In their new communi- 
ties. 


Russification of Poland

ITH the accession of Alexander II! in 


in 1881, the process of Russifica‘ion 
became more vigorous than ever bef»re, 
with the Czar’s determination to make his 
empire exclusively Russian.

Labor Conditions. 


NE report from official sources in 

Washington says that large numbers 
of soldiers and sailors are seeking work on 
the farms of the country. Another, from 
sources apparently just as authoritative and 
also official, says “there is qa noticeable lack 
of inclination” upon the part of the serv- 
ice men to go onto the farms. It appears 
to be a case of “pay your money and take 
your choice.” 

The various governmental departments, 
it seems, have placed representatives in the 
demobilization ‘cantps to assist in securing 
employment for the men of the army and 
‘mayy.. Special effort is being made to place 
men on the land, It is gratifying to know 
that something is being done to help re- 
establish the men who have been wearing 
Uncle Sam's uniform. There was unques- 
tionably general disappointment when Sec- 
retary Lane’s bill designed to give employ- 


' ment to service men on various new recla-

mation projects fell a temporary victim to 
President Wilson’s refusal to call an extra 
session of Congress. The sudden curtail- 
ment of the United States Eniployment 
Service's activities at the time when they 
would have seemed to be most 
has also led to some criticism.

for work in the cities Reports on the 
farm labor situation continue to be so con- 
flicting. however, that he would be a bold 
man indeed who would claim that he ac- 
tually knew how things» stood. 

We are told that approximately 1,000,000 
men went from the farms of the country 
into military and naval service. A million 
and a half more went into various war in- 
dustries. The actual shortage of farm la- 
borers (‘including farmer boys and hired 
help) was estimated at the time the armis- 
tice was signed as high as 3,000,000 men. 
One thing is certain-—for every man drawn 
from the farm into the army, navy or war 
industriésg a farm job was left to be filled. 
Just how far farm conditions had been re. 
adjusted before great numbers of these then 


were released from Federal service cannot | 


be determined, but such facts and near-facts 
as are available would seem to indicate 
that the 3,000,000 estimate for the farm la- 
bor shortage must have been too high If 
not, it is evident that an enormous number 


of the men called from the farms into the | 


war industries must have already gone back 


to the land, for a lafge proportion of the | 


soldiers and sailors are still in uniform. 
Nor does there seem to be that clamorous 
call for help from the nation’s farmers that 
might be expected if agriculture had as late 
as last November actually been short 3,000.- 
600 men. There is no serious farm labor 
shortage in Southern Califorhia just now— 
that much is sure. 


Out of the tangle of contradictory re- 
ports, estimates and official statements cer- 
tain more or less self-evident facts may be 
gleaned. We know that, generally speak- 
ing, the farmers of the country have for 
years been experiencing difficulty in getting 
sufficient labor of an experienced and capa- 
ble kind. We know that the war added 
enormously to the farmers’ troubles by tak- 
ing hundreds of thousands of men almost 
overnight from the land. We know that 
the farmers were forced during the war to 
call upon inexpertenced help and literally 


compelled to go in for the most modern 
power-farming and labor-economizing meth- 
ods in order to pull through at all. We 
know, too, that they did pull through, and 
gloriously. 

It stands to reason that some of the for- 
merly inexperienced help became compe- 
tent and that many who went from the 
cities to the farms merely to “help win the 
war” have become converts to the land. It 
is quite apparent to any observer, also, that 
the power farming methods introduced so 
generally under the stress of emergency 
have brought about something of a revolu- 
tion in farming since the United States en- 
tered the fight against the Hun. In other 
words, the farm labor problem to a certain 
extent at least has solved itself.

COTTON INDUSTRY NOW FIRMLY | 
INTRENCHED IN THE SOUTHWEST. 


FORECAST of cotton planting indi- 
cates that the cotton growing industry 
of the Southwest, which is vigorously 
weathering the period of uncertainty subse- 
quent to the war, and is strongly fortified 
behind superior length of staple, color and 
yield per acre, will, in 1919 place cotton 
fourth in the list of agricultural industries 
in California and second in Arizona. The 
most momentous factor in the situation as 
regards new fields this year will be the 
San Joaquin Valley, which is expected to 
become « worthy rival of the Colorado Riv- 
er valley in the production of the excellent 
staple for which the State is widely noted. 


It is probable thag the cotton area of Cal- 
ifornia and Arizona this year will be in ex- 
cess of 300,000 acres, a gain of nearly 60,000 
acres over the total area last year. A pre- 
liminary survey of planting preparations 
tends to show that the cotton area of the 
Southwest will be approximately as follows:

| Riverside county 


(Arkansas) has a longer staple than has 
the samie cotton of California, but the Golden 
State color quality offsets the extra length 
of the Yazoo. Cotton from Paris, Tex., and 
the “rivers and benders” staple of Missis- 
stppi has commanded at times a higher 
price than the western cotton, but California 
cotton as a whole is a higher grade than 
the crop of any other State, and production 
per acre is greatest in the Southwest. Thus 
the chance of loss is least.* There is an 
increasing demand for a better quality of. 
cotton, as more and more attention is being 
given to dress. Demand for a superior staple 
such as this State produces is also growing 
greater because of the advance of the motor 
industry and the consequent heavy demand 
for tire fabrics. 
SOME FIGURES. 

Here are excerpts from the Bureau of 
Census statistics: Average price of cotton 
for January, 1919, in the United States, 
28.7 cents per pound; price in Tennessee, 
27.8 cents; in Louisiana, 27.9 cents: in 
Texas, 28.6 cents; in Oklahoma, 25.7 cents: 
in California, 33 cents. The average yield 
per acre, all States in 1915 was 170 pounds; 
in 1916, 156 pounds; in 1917, 55 pounds: in 
1918-19, 41 pounds; in California, this last 
crop, the yield was 397 pounds. Cotton 
production in the United States, average of 
years 1900 to 1915, was 13,100,000 bales. 
The average of the years 1916, 1917, 1918 
was 11,780,000 bales. While the cotton 
production in the South is decreasing be- 
cause of advancement of the diversified 
farming idea in Southern States and the 
depredations of the boll weevil, the produc- 
tion in the Colorado River valleys and in 
the San Joaquin is increasing. The South- 
ern cotton farmer gets 37 per cent. of the 
California tonnage in lint and seed. The 
mumber of cotton spindles in this country 
in 1904 was 18.218.800. Now they number 
34,000,000.

IN THE SAN JOAQUIN. 

There were about 3400 acres of cotton 
planted in the San Joaquin Valley last year. 
It was not entirely a new experiment. Prac- 
tically the same regions have raised cotton 
successfully on a small scale before. The 


confusion resulting from efforts to grow onlys 


Egyptian, and the general economic situa- 
tion tended to curtail the harvest, and much 
of the cotton was not picked. But the stand 
was invariably good, éxcept in late plant- 
ings, and the San Joaquin farmers are en- 
thusiastically turning again to cotton this 
year. It may be that 35,000 or 40,000 acres 
may be planted between Bakersfield and 
Chico this spring. These figures represent 
predictions made by valley people. 

Efforts of several communities in the San 
Joaquin Valley to exclude by legislation all 
varieties of cotton except Pima or Yuma 
Egyptian strains have not been successful. 
Some growers who preferred the short staple 
have made a successful effort to have their 
way. 

The Upland or Short staple varieties 
seemingly have more friends at this plant- 
ing time than the Egyptian, which has 
dropped in price from 70 cents best grade, 
to about 53 cents best grade, less tare.

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BEANS IN 
GARDEN. 
Plant two or three varieties of bush or 
pole beans in your garden. Given a fairly 
light, well-drained soil, few of the plants in 
the ordinary back-yard garden will respond 
as readily to a little care. If the gardener 
is busy at other work during most of the 
daylight hours he will find that the minutes 


spent in caring for beans will be indeed 


profitable. Beans can be made a continuous 
summer crop, yielding enough green and 
dried beans for the immediate needs of the 
family, while the surplas may be canned or 
sacked for future use. Some varieties pro- 
duce six weeks after planting. Thus the 
gardener may have fresh snap beans, and, a 
little later, dry beans, ‘from the middle of 
May to the first of October and even beyond. 

Select a sunny corner of the garden and 
prepare the soil well, spading or plowing to 
a depth of from eight to ten inches. Use 
manure sparingly, if at all. Throw the soil 
up into ridges twenty to twenty-four inches 
apart when pulverized, and plant one or two 
seeds every four inches, thinning to one 
seed every four inches, planting them from 
one to two inches deep. Rotate every two 
weeks, planting additional rows, from April 
1 to September. In early spring or in heavy 
soil the beans should be planted near the 
surface, as the seed requires warmth to 
sprout, but in no case less than an inch 
deep. 

Irrigation in furrows is better than spray- 
ing, as the sofl is less liable to bake under 
the first method. Cultivate shaliow ca soon 
as the top soil is dry after each irrigation, 
untif the blossoms appear. If cultivation 
is continued after this*time, great care must 
be exercised not to cultivate too deeply, or 
to hoe too close to the plant. During April 
frrigate in the morning, as the water in the 
pipes Is comparatively warm then. When 
the hot summer days come, reverse the 
procedure and irrigate in ‘he late afternoon 


to prevent scalding or ba) ing.

With a tightening down ip 
all available supplies, why not pay more at- 
tention’ to the conservation of hen manure 
for fertilizing purpose in garden, field and 
Where the poultryman is also a 
grower of crops, its utilization will be found 
practical on his own land; where, however, 
the flock is large and there is a surplus (or 
the place is devoid of crops,) its sale in 
these times ought to be feasible, particular- 
ly if the droppiugs are properly cared for. 
The maintenance of soil fertility in our 
fruit orchards is a subject of wide sig- 
nificance, which of itself ought to afford an 
outlet for all animal and bird manures that 
we can produce. Though we are a section 
of specialty crop production, a diversified 
agriculture should be more of a feature than 
it now is.

“Agriculture In Some of its Relations with 
Chemistry,” treats of chicken manure 
rather exhaustively in the following para- 
graphs:

To 
begin with, the food of hens, of - pigeons, 
and even of turkeys, except in grasshopper 
season, is of vegetable rather than of animal 
origin, while the sea-fow] that produced the 
guano lived upon fish, and consequently 
voided a more highly nitregenized excre- 
ment, and moreover the guano has become 
highty concentrated by the peculiar proc- 
esses of slow decay to which it has long 
been subjected. But it igs none the less true 
that, while the pound of guano at 2% 
cents is one of the cheapest manures the

PORTERVILLE.—Large net returns re- 
ported by vineyard owners during the past 
year and establishment of the fact that Tu- 
lare county soil and climate are ideally 


adapted to their commercial culture, has 
stimulated itnerest throughout that section 
in the production of Emperor grapes. 

Figures which have been collected by pub- 
ticity bodies indicate that not less than 5000 
acres of new vineyards are being set out in 
a territory which stretches from Dinube and 
Crosi on the north, to the south limits of the 
citrus district about Porterville. 

Conditions during the last marketing sea- 
son could not be considered normal, of 
course, but In a large number of instances 
the growers of Emperors reported net re- 
turns which ran to $1000 per acre and over, 
net. On this basis there have been transfers 
of young vineyards, notably around Dinuba 
and Reedley, at prices which ran well up to- 
ward $1000 per acre. 

tn many respects the Emperor is all that 
tte name implies, the king of table grapes. 
Apparently it prefers no particular soil. 
}aying vineyards have been set in red clay, 
in dry bog, in sandy loa mand the lightest 
of ,and soils, and all of them do equally well.

MAKING OF SORGHUM 
SIRUP ON INCREASE. 


Sorghum sirup making has “come back,” 
according to the Department of Agriculture. 
A survey of the industry for 1918 shows 
that the growing of sweet sorghums, which 
are so well adapted to the interior valleys of 
Southern California, resulted in the making 
of 29,224,000 gallons of sirup in the country 
poe year. The gain over 1917 was 46 per 
cent. 

Sorghum sirup, because of its utility and 
excellent flavor, will probably never again 
fail in the approval of the public as it did in 
the ten year period following 1895, when 
but 16,000,000 gallons were made. Greater 
use has been found for the residuum from 
sirup making, now that silos have come into 
more general use. 


BETTER CARE FOR 
TRACTOR TAUGHT. 


Avery tractor schools are now being held

TO ADMIT BULBS. 


The quarantine ‘governing the _importa- 
tion of nursery and other plants and seeds 
into the United States has been amended to 
permit the importation of lily bulbs, lily of 
the valley, narcissus. hyacinth, tulip and 
crocus packed in sand, soil or earth, pro- 
vided such sand. soil or earth has been 
previously sterilized in accordance with 
methods prescribed by the Federal Hortt- 
cultural Board.

It was brought to the attention of 
the board, however, that dry earth is the 
only suitable material known for packing 
these bulbs, and experts of the Department 
of Agriculture advised that such material 
can be cheaply and satisfactorily sterilized 
by heat in such way as to involve no addi- 
tional risk of introduction of dangerous 
plant pests. 


ORANGE CROPS IN FIGURES. 

The estimated orange crop of California 
for 1918 is 14,322,000 boxes, or twice the 
production of 1917, but less than the crop 
of 1916 by 18 per cent. Florida's orange 
crop for 1918 is estimated at 5,265,000 
boxes, or much more than the crop of 1917 
and much less than that of 1916. Together, 
these two States in 1918 had an orange 
crop of 19,587,000 boxes, or nearly double 
Orange exports 
were 1,575,000 boxes in the fiscal year 1916, 
1,850,000 boxes in 1917, and 1,240,000 boxes 
in 1918. The imports were insignificant. 


GRAIN IN CALIFORNIA. 


It is reported by the United States Buerau 
of Markets that there was an increase of 
barley, oats and wheat. on farms in the 
United States on March 1 over the total 
for 1918, and a decrease of stocks of corn, 
probably owing to its increased use in finish-~ 
ing the huge number of swine. fn Cali- 
fornia, the amount of barley on farms was 
6.864.000 bushels: as against 4,69%,000 
bushels at the same time in 1918, and 2,999,- 
000 bushels in 1917. This includes grain on 
farms only, not including barley in ware 
houses.

when i comes to plowing or prepering the 
fields for crops. . 

But because the tractor has developed 
new uses to which it can be put, its field has 
been largely increased and the machines are 
Zoing inté all corners of the earth and are 
being used for many purposes entirely out- 
side of agricultural work. Mining com- 
panies are buying them to haul supplies to 
mines located at places difficult of access 
and over roads which are almost impassable 
for horses. Lumber companies are using 
tractors to pull their log trains or snake tree 
trunks out of the cutting areas. Many trac- 
tors have likewise been utilized in pulling 
stumps and roots out of the ground in areas 
where cut-over lands are being feclaimed 
for agriculture. In the tropical lands of the 
Straits Settlements the American tractor is 
used to clear the dense jungle of underbrush 
and vegetation preparatory to the establish 
ment of rubber, or tobacco or sugar planta 
tions. The American army used large num 
bers of tractors in hauling supplies to the 
American soldiers sent into Mexico several 
years ago, and they gave universal satisfac- 
tion In negotiating the crude roads of theo 
desolate districts in which they operated. 

ITS FARM TALENTS. 

These are but a few examples of the di- 
verse uses to which tractors are now put 
and in which they always make good. At 
the same time the principal purpose of the 
tractor is to assist the farmer, and in this 
particular field the machine has shown as 
varied a talent as in the examples given. 
On a farm large enough to allow full scope 
to its powers, the American traetor has been 
found capable of doing practically any kind 
of work required to be done. While it is 
not safe to say that the average tractor 
entirely supplants the horses on a farm, it 
has been the experience of thousands of 
owners that it replaces at least 75 per cent. 
of them. There are a good many men who 
farm areas running into several thousand 
acres who depend entirely upon tractors, not 
having a single work horse on the place, but 
generally the owner considers it wise to 
re a few head of stock to do the culti- 
vating and hauling, even though this stock 
is idle in the barn most of the time. But 
even where stock is available for use on a 
farm the tractor, because of its superior 
power and ~ its ability to work for long 
periods without interruption, is relied upon 
to do the plowing, cultivating and prepara- 
tion of the seed bed. A job can be done 
better and quicker with power machinery 
than with stock, and the efficient farmer is 
always looking for means of saving his own 
time and effort. 

Not all farms or ranches are ideally laid 
out, especially in California, for they mus! 
conform te the topography of the country. 
Many fields follow the sinuosities of hills 
and have grades that make plowing or work- 
ing difficult or impossible with horses. Here 
is where the tractor has shown its su- 
periority over animal power, for it is able to 
negotiate the steepest grades, pulling a bat- 
tery of plows or other field implements and 
doing as good work on these side hills *s in 
the valleys. 

In California and other Pacific Coast 
States the tractor is finding a permanent 
home, not only on the grain farms of the 
valleys, but in the orchards and tineyards 
of the foothills. For some time the vrt- 
chardists had an idea that tractors were not 
adapted to their needs, but after a few en- 
terprising fruit growers tried them out and 
found that they gdve as good results on truit 
farms as for genera) agricultural work, it 
was not long before the neighboring or- 
chardists decided that they, too, could use 
the power machines. As the average trac- 
tor sold in the West ig really smaller and 
lower than a team of horses, better results 
are obtained in plowing orchards wiih the 
machines than* with animals. Plowing can 
be done closer to tree trunks, sharper crr- 
ners can be turned and the work can be 
done with more uniformity and in shorter 
time with the tractor. 


A STATIONARY ENGINE. 


All the power of the tractor does not lie 
in its pull, wherein it differs from orses 
or mules. Its ability to do all kinds of belt 
work more than doubles its value to the av- 
erage farmer, for with stock he can accom- 
plish all the various steps in the growing 
of crops. But when there is no field work 
for the horses to do they cannot be used 
for odd jobs aout the place as can the trac. 
tor. In many respects a farmer is in the 


very position in which Robinson Crusoe 


found himself, for he lives in a world of bis 
own and must make for himself the things 
he needs in his daily work. Tools must be 
repaired and sharpened, wood sawed, water 
pumped, feed ground or shredded, and in ail 
these things the tractor acts as a Good Fri- 
day by supplying the power to turn the 
grindstone or the buzz-saw, or run t!« pump 
or turn the feed mill. 

As a stationary engine it enables the fa*m- 
er to do a great many things at hone trat 
ne could not do alone, and by fitting up a 
small tool or machine shop, rainy days can 
be spent in making conveniences fur che 
home or barn that would cost a good «veri if 
made by custom shops.

horses. The tractor has been the anchor 
that holds many a farmer boy safe at his 
home port while the winds of desire blow 
and the waves of “wanderiust” beat birb 
about him. 


In selecting varieties of fruit for home

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SUCCESS WITH THE FARM FLOCK 
A QUESTION OF MANAGEMENT.

ROBABLY as a result of the propaganda 
to increase the mutton and wool in- 
dustry of the country; California came 

back in 1918 with 167,000 more sheep than 
in 1917. Raising sheep on the farms is 
usually a very profitable branch of the live- 
stock industry. It is adapted to any cil- 
matic conditions, requires little capital or 
skill, builds up the soil, fits in with the 
most approved rotation and is not very 
likely to be overdone. Any good hay and 
grain land is suitable for the raising of 
sheep and they-thrive best on high and well 
drained land. Our conditions in Southern 
California are wonderfully well adapted to 
-such an industry. Small flocks kept in con- 
nection with orchards would help very ma- 
terially in the way of fertilizer, which 
otherwise must be purchased at an extreme 
ly high price, with the owner running the 
risk of getting burned-out stuff in which a 
large part. of the fertilizing element. has 
been destroyed. It is an old saying that the 
hoof of the sheep is golden. 

Sheep do not require expensive buildings 


grower it can well be worked into the feed 
ciop rotation. A small patch of rape “af- 
fords one of the most popular of sheep feeds. 
it is used largely for lamb pasture at wean- 
ing time and for fushing of ewes, or bring- 
ing them up from a thin run-down condition 
to a strong, vigorous condition, No other 
feed is better for this purpose. Rape can be 
grown in almost any location and sown so 
as to be ready at any desired time, and is 
ready for feeding from eight to ten weeks 
after sowing. There is some danger from 
bloat, but if sheep are well fed and watered 
before being turned in, there wil] not be 
much danger in this respect. 
THE THREE ANGLES. 

The three phases of the faim sheep in- 
dustry of greatest interest to agriculturists 
are: the raising of spring lambs, the raising 
of pure-bred sheep, and the raising of. hot 
house lambs. The raising of spring lambe 
on the cultivated farms is a business that is 
conducted on a small scale in connection 
with other lines of genera] farming. The

and about all that is necessary is a shed 
as a protection through the rainy season. 
Sheep are clothed naturally with one of the 
best non-conductors of heat that is known, 
and in a closed shed they very easily become 
overheated and easily go off feed. Sheep 
enjoy the open, and when weather condi- 
tions are normal, thrive best under the blue 
canopy. 

FEED REQUIREMENTS. 

Because sheep are weed destroyers and 
utilize many of the odds and ends about the 


ranch it is often assumed that they are not 
particular about what they eat.. This is a 
mistake. Cleanliness is of the utmost im- 
portance in the feeding of all classes of 
sheep. Growing the variety of crops it 
grows, California offers idea] feeding condi- 
tions for sheep. Succulent feeds, such as 
roots, kale and rape, are excellent feeds and 
zrow well everywhere. One of the common- 
est succulent feeds is roots, and breeding 
ewes thrive especially well on this form of 
succulence, and keep in a healthy thriving 
condition. There is no superior feeding 
value in the dry matter of the roots over 
that of grain, but they are especially valu- 
able because of their tonic effect on the 
system. 

The most valuable of the root crops for 
sheep feeding are turnips and rutabagas. 
Sugar beets should be fed sparingly because 
of the bad effect on the kidneys and liver. 
Kale is relished and is such an abund-nt 


flock usually consists of twenty to 200 head. 
The sheep are never herded, but are always 
under fence and for the most part on culti- 
vated land. We naturally think of the shee 
as a ranging animal, but they stand confine- 
ment well in small yards and, with succulent 
feeds furnished them, do remarkably well. 

The raising of pure-bred sheep on the farm 
is very similar to that of raising spring 
lambs. The essentia) difference is in the 
time and manner of marketing. The lambs 
have to be held over until fall and some- 
times are past a year before they are placed 
on the market. A number of the ewe lambs 
can be kept to increase the flock, or to re 
place some older ones that necessarily need 
to be disposed of for different reasons. The 
ram lambs will usually find a good market 
with those desiring heads for their flocks. 
In the keeping of pure-breds it would be 
well to secure their registration papers and 
keep the registry up to date, as purchasers 
are willing to pay well for the actual assur- 
ance of purity and breeding, and all animals 
should be marked for. easy identification. 

The raising of hot house or winter lambs 
is the raising of baby mutton to be marketed 
in December, January or February. and. 
where good markets are found, makes a 
very good line of work. 


MUTTON BREEDS BEST. 
Regardless of the lines to be followed by 
the farmer keeping sheep, 1 should consider 


the mutton breeds the most satisfactory and 


profitable. Thetr breeding and edeacation 
has been to produce a desirable mutton ear- 
cass and to mature earlier and at a less cost 
of feed than other breeds 


. Regardless of 
breed, the fleeces must receive careful at- 
tention, since the wool from the ewes should 
bring nearly as much money as the lambs. 
It is almost always poor policy to attempt 
to introduce a new or unknown breed. The 
breeds that are popular are t to follow 
a sit is always easier to dispose of any sur- 
plus stock that may accumulate. 

There is always a larger increase in lambs 
from the small flocks than through the larg- 
er flocks and a much larger percentage of 
twins. In case of small flocas, it would be 
well to have a few panels of fencing about 
four feet long and two and one-half feet high 
so that they could be placed in the shed, 
forming a small pen, especially for sheep 
having twin lambs, as one is quite apt to get 
strayed away and the mother soon loses the 
scent and quite likely will disown it. These. 
small pens are especially desirable for ewes 
dropping ‘first lambs and make {t much 
easier for them to get acquainted. 

Coyotes and dogs are to be guarded 
against and another common danger to 
sheep is the deep furrow or low depression 
in the ground. Heavily wooled sheep get- 
ting on their backs in these furrows or 
ditches sometimes are unable to get up and 
consequently may die In a few hours unless 
help arrives. 

We often hear the remark: ‘I have never 


had any luck with sheep.” A careful inves

clally so with sheep. The careful eye of the 
shepherd or master will make for success in 
the business. 


GRAZING LANDS ARE 
BEING NEGLECTED. 


Although the ‘aggregate value of the prod- 
uct of pastures in the United States ex- 
ceeds the annual value of the corn crop, 
many livestock raisers neglect the health 
and vigor of their grazing lands. They are 
likely to follow the lines of least resistance 
in pasture management. 

Such practices as harrowing the grass® 
areas during and shortly after the period 
of rains in the western country, alternating 
the animals between flelds and not grazing 
continuously, top dressing the pastures with 
manure or other fertilizers and reseeding 
the fielde with clovers or grasses are 
ommended. Grass makes a maximum y 
if allowed definite periods of uninterrupted 
growth. However, the expense of fences 
deter many livestock men from following 
the system of alternate grazing. On the 
other hand, grazing a pasture to capacity. 
this to be determined from the condition 
of the pastures and the locality, aids in

California 
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GRAVE MISTAKE TO 
OVERLOAD TRACTOR. 


Too many ‘tractor owners require their 
machines to pull an overload of plows and 
other tools. This is a mistake, as three 
plows pulled by a two-plow>tractor will 
cover but a little more ground as rule than 
will the two plows, on account of the neces- 
sity for proceeding more slowly under the 
“increased load, and because of the slip- 
ping of the drive wheels. The farmer will 
also find that when he is overloading his 
tractor the machine will come to a stop on 
grades which would have been easily ne- 
gotiated with the usual number of plows. 
Mechanical troubles increase with the over- 
load. | 

The gasortne consumption per acre is re- 
duced by overloading the tractor, but it will 
be found that the depth plowed is not so 
great. The slightly increased acreage plowed 
per day and the small amount of fuel saved 
will not offset the increased repair bill and 
the value of the time wasted from trouble. 
Overloading the tractor is not to be excused 
except in cases where speed in completing 
a field job is of the utmost importance. If 
such speed is required regularly the work 
can be done more cheaply and more satis- 
factorily with a larger outfit. 


MAKING THE FARM 
FIT THE TRACTOR. 


When the grain binder was introduced, 
thousands of farmers found their fields too 
small for the efficient operation of this ma- 
chine. The more progressive removed 
fences and otherwise adjusted their farms 
to the new conditions. Others condemned 
the binder, and made no changes. 


The tractor is in a similar relation to 
farms. Adjustments of tillage methods 
must sometimes be made when tractor is 
purchased. The tractor tends to enlarge 
the scope of farming. Operating a tractor 
makes it possible for one man to farm a 
greater acreage, and more efficiently, than 
with horses, and the cost of production 
per unit is in the majority of cases reduced. 
Yet the farmer must make the farm ft the 
tractor for best results. 

-~Long rows and a relatively large acreage 
are recommended to keep the tractor busy 
and avoid numerous turns which take much 
time. Short tillage rows are admirable 
when horses are used, for they give the 
animals a chance to rest, but the tractor 
can plod along without rest for hours. 

To be able to finish work on time is one 
of the big advantages of the tractor. There 
are many branches of farm work which 
tend to improve the sofl and bring greater 
yields that are in the tractor’s scope. These 
can be done without interfering with the 
regular planting, cultivating and harvesting 
labors. Frequently thorough preparation 
of the soil is neglected when horses are 
used because of the press of time. 


Fi stock, «o that it ie advisable to use the plant 


only as emergency feed. In col the 
soapweed it is recommended, therefore, that 
only plants thirty-six inches and over in 


*| height be cut. Occasional plants tall enough 


for the blooms to be out of reach of cattle 
should be left for seed plants to restock the 
areas. 


FRENCH WANT LADYBIRDS. 

The California State Horticultural Com- 
mission is in receipt of a cablegram from 
Dr. Paul Marchal of the French Department 
of Agriculture, asking that he be furnished 
at once with sendings of beneficial ladybirds 
for liberation in insect-infested French 
orchards and groves. These beneficial 
ladybirds, reared by the insectary division 
maintained by the commission, have been 
furnished to the French government on 
previous occasions, and have been success- 
Yul in freeing many orchards and groves of 
noxious mealybugs and scale insects, but at 
this time the Frénch agricultural stations 
are not fully equipped to rear these bene- 
ficial insects and Dr. Marchal, accordingly,

UNIFORM ACREAGE BEST. 
Potato growers who habitually plant a 
fairly uniform acreage are more likely to 
make a consistent profit than growers who 
try to adjust their acreage to temporary 
conditions, says the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, reviewing the potato 
situation in a circular just issued, —

eastern States having slightly smaller and 
the southern and western States slightly 
larger stocks than the average. It is also 
pointed out that potatoes are subject to 
wide variation in yidéld because of weather, 
disease, and insects, and the conclusion is 
drawn that growers are justified in planting 
an average acreage thig year. 

Attention is called to the taste, however, 
that the present and prospective large sup- 
ply of wheat in the United States may tend 
to reduce the consumption of potatoes. 
“SCRUBS MUST GO.” 

“Scrub live stock is no longer fit for per- 
petuation in the United States,” said Dr. J. 
R. Mohler, chief of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, United States Department of Agrt- 
culture, in a recent address before the South- 
ern ttlemen’s Association. “A scrub is 
wasteful of feed, and wasteful of its owner's 
labor. The scrub animal has served its pur- 
pose as a connecting link between the old 
obsolete method of farming and new progres- 
sive methods. Thousands of farmers in this 
country already have discarded scrub stock 
and are better off because of that decision. 
Purebreds are worth more to keep and are 
worth more to sell. The scrub animal has 
been useful as a connecting jink, but vur aim 
from now on should be to make the scrub 
extinct and to make it the missing link, so 
far as live stock is concerned. That can 
not be done immediately, but it is the goal 


toward which we should work.” 


KEEP THE TRACTOR 
RADIATOR CLEAN, 


It is important that the cooling system 
the tractor be kept free from scale, mu 
deposits and other solid matter, and that 
clean water be used. A cooling system 
clogged with dirt and scale makes {t impos- 
sible for the machine to do its best work. 
If on inspection scale is found, pour a soda- 
ash or baking powder solution into the 
radiator after the day's work is done, and 
allow it to stand for a few hours, or until 
morning. Then drain the radiator and, if 
possible, allow running water to cleanse the 
cooling system of the solution. This solu- 
}tion is made of six pounds of sodaash in 
five gallons of water 

Failure of the cooling system is not al- 
ways found to be caused by dirt and scale. 
Overheating may result from pump trouble, 
the ators of the fan belt, and the clog- 
ging of radiator pipes by pieces of rubbes 
gaskets and tubing. Many tractor radiators 
are now made with removable tops so as to 
facilitate cleaning. 


When trouble develops, do not send for a 
mechanic to repair the tractor before you 
try reasoning as to the probable cause. Fre 
quently the trouble may be easily overcome. 


Because it is an out-of-doors life, farming

SOAPWEED AS AN 


EMERGENCY FEED. 


Soapweed has great value as an emergency 
feed for cattle during periods of drought. 
declares the United States Department of 
Agriculture in a_ bulletin just issued, 
“Chopped Soapweed as Emergency Feed 
for Cattle on Southwestern Ranges.” 

The greatest handicap of the stock indus- 
try In the Southwest, says the department's 
bulletin, is the heavy loss resulting from in- 
sufficient range forage or other feed for 
stock during long periods of drought, which 
have occurred In the past at intervals of 
from three to ten years. The idea of using 
soapweed as a supplemental feed originated 
with a practical stockman, who co-operated 
with the Forest Service in working out on’ 
the Jornada Range Reserve in Western New 
Mexico a plan for feeding the soapweed 
and for the management of the stock. 

The soapweed is cut or sliced into small 
pieces by a machine which works on the 
principle of the ordinary feed chopper, or is 
shredded or tern into smal) pieces by a ma- 
chine that works like a “wood hog.” The 
chopped or shredded soapweed is fed to 
cattle along with cottonseed meal. 

The experiments on the Jornada Range 
Resérve showed that a daily ration of from 
fifteen to twenty pounds—one to one and 
one-third pounds of cottenseed meal and the 
rest chopped soapweed—will maintain the 
average breeding cow and may improve her 
condition slowly. During 1918 the cost of 
maintaining a cow on fifteen to twenty 
pounds of the mixed feed daily was $1.46 to 
$1.95 a month, besides the cost of providing 
water and salt and of handling the stock. 

There is no ill effect on the digestive tract 
of cattle fed on soapweed over a long period. 
However, poor cattle should not be fed all 
the soapweed they will eat the first few 
days on feed, as there is a slight danger of 
loss from bloating if this ts done. 

The bulletin points out that soapweed is 
slow-growing, occupies a soil highly sul ject 
to wind and is a protection to

HE season is at/hand when every dairy 

man and stockman should begin prep- 

arations for erecting a silo by plant- 
ing some crop suitable for silage purposes. 
Neglecting to do this often results in the 
farmer finding 4Simself in the position later 
in the season o. needing a silo, but having 
nothing with which to fill it. 

Failure on the part of the stockmen to 
erect silos might almost be termed criminal 
negligence, when we stop to consider the 
number of cattle that die from. starvation 
during bad seasons. If some city chap were 
to stake an animal out in his back lot in 
Los Angeles and allow it to starve, he would 
immediately be prosecuted; yet thousands 
of head were allowed to starve during the 
winter of 1917-1918. The same thing oc- 

red in this State ih prior years. This 

ld not occur if the farmer would fortify 
himself against bad years by erecting silos 
and filling them with feed that would other- 
wise be wasted. 

California, with all its resources and its 
modern ways, ts unquestionably behind the 
rest of the country in the use of silos. The 
writer was driving down a road in one of 
the Coast counties last summer when he 
encountered a large drove of cattle. There 
were several thousand head in the drove, 
which caused considerable delay in getting 
through with a machine. One of the 
drovers, being questioned, stated that the 
cattle were being shipped to Kansas to be 
fed 


Ye gods! Shipping cattle from sunny 
California, the garden spot of the world, to 
cyclone and drought-ridden Kansas to be 
fed! And yet the answer fs simple. Reduce 
the number of silos in Kansas to the num- 
ber in use in California, and this could not 
be done. Give California the same number 
of silos that Kansas has at this time, and 
Kansas will not be getting rich feeding our 
cattle for a few months and making more 
profit than the California stockman makes 
in breeding and caring for the stock for 
several years. 

{ will carry that point just a little farther 
by calling to mind that a very large per 
cent. of the stock raised in this State is not 
fattened on the ranches where it is raised; 
and yet the man who sells his cattle as 
feeders isn't making half the money he 
should out of his cattle. This may not hold 
good where only high-priced alfalfa hay and 
concentrates are used in fattening, but 
where silage is used as the greater part of 

» ration, the feeding cost can be reduced 

m 40 to 60 per cent. 

INSURANCE AGAINST LOSS. 


Most of our cattle ranches carry only 
about 33% per cent. of the number of cattle 
they would support in normal years, so 
that about two-thirds of the feed is wasted 
for nine years in order to be safe the tenth 
year. This nine-year loss would build and 
fill enough silos to carry through the full 
100 per cent. that the range will carry, with 
a large balance over. Not only this, but 
the silo is an insurance against any loss 
of stock owing to feed shortage. It also 
should be borne in mind that any animal 
kept in a thriving condition from birth will 
produce more beef in twelve to eighteen 
months than animals which are “stunted” 
by a feed shortage will produce in three 
years. 

It is really astonishing that there are not 
more silos in use in California when we con- 
sider the amount of stock grown here and 
remember that no State in the Union has 
such a large amount of crop by-products 
that are wasted and that could be made 
into excellent silage. Bean straw, fed dry, 
is a very indifferent feed at best, but when 
made into silage is of real value. When 
mixed with corn, about half and half, it will 
make almost a balanced ration and can be 
fed without the addition of high-priced al- 

fa hay or concentrates with excellent re 

Where the first cutting of alfalfa is 
foul, it can be made into silage, the foxtail 
and other weeds not taking away from the 
quality of the feed. Cornstalks, beet tops, 
rice straw, artichoke tops and many other 
Plants can be made into good silage. This 
does not mean that cornstalks or rice straw 
will make as good silage as corn or bean 
straw, but roughly speaking, the feeding 
value of any plant carrying a great amount 
of dry hard fiber will be at least doubled 
by undergoing the silage process. All of 
this material can be gathered and placed 
fn silos during normal years when it is 
not needed to supplement pasture and if 
properly put up in a good silo will keep for 
years. To my own knowledge, it has kept 
fifteen years. This does not mean, of 
course, that this material can be thrown 
into any kind of a box or a hole in the 
ground and made into good feed and- pre- 
served for that length of time. 


TOO MUCH MOVING AROUND, 


| We should also get away from the prac- 
tice of raising cattle in Santa Rartara,

county, for instance, and shipping them to 
the Imperial Valley to fatten them on al- 
falfa and then shipping them back again to 
Los Angeles or San Francisco to market, 
when a cheaper feed can be produced right 
at home by planting a comparatively small 
acreage of corn and mixing it with some 
of the so-called waste products of the farms. 

Californ.a, with its rich soil and ideal cli- 
mate can produce a greater tonnage of 
silage to the acre than any other State. 
Our climate, however, varies greatly and 
crops planted for silage should be selected 
that produce best in the particular section 
in which they are grown. Some parte of 
the State will produce as high as .twenty- 
five tons of Indian corn; other sections will 
produce a large tonnage of the sorghums;: 
in other regions it might be-advisable to 
grow Jerusalem artichokes. Perhaps the 
greatest benefit to be derived from a silo 
will be found from the utilization of bean 
straw, especially if this straw is mixed with 
fully matured corn. 

A number of bean farmers at this time 
are contemplating feeding beans to hogs, 
believing that they can get a fair return on 
their crop in this way. This is perhaps 
true, as things stand now, but it is also no 
doubt true that if the entire crop—straw 
and all—had been placed in the silo, we 
would have a far greater feeding value and 
would have saved the expense of threshing. 

Southern California will produce perhaps 
five different kinds of crops to one in almost 
any of the eastern States. In addition to 
this. we have a greater number of by-prod- 
ucts that can be made into good feed. 

“Baby beef” is almost an unknown quan- 
tity in this State. The percentage of pure 
bred cattle, both dairy and beef, is far be- 
low that of other States: yet far more beef 
can be produced from pure bred animals 
on the same feed than can be produced 
from scrubs, hence the profit from the 
former must be much greater. The whole 
beef and dairy problem ts, after all, pri- 
marily one of good animals and cheap feed. 
so why should California lag so far behind 
in up-to-date methods as to make it neces- 
sary to ship their stoek all over the universe 
in order to prepare them for market, when 
it has been clearly demonstrated that this 
can be done at home at a very larce profit?

It is important to remember that weather 
conditions largely govern the fuel needs of 
the tractor. Overfeeding can be detected 
by the black smoke coming from the ex- 
haust pipe, antl the overheating of the en- 
gine. Overfeeding causes preignition. If 
the mixture is too lean, backfiring in the 
earburetor results. 

Adequate and careful lubrication of all 
working parts, especiauy the motor, is im- 
portant in the care or the tractor, and im- 
proper oiling is often tne cause of trouDle. 
The operator should study the lubrication

| THE TRACTOR AND 
THE SMALL FARM. 


BY H. A. CRAFTS. 


One of the knotty problems encountered 
in the full development of the farm tractor 
is to adapt the machine to the smal! farm. 
The manufacturers at their end of the prob- 
lem are endeavoring to turn out a small 
tractor to fit the small farm. 


One big Oakland manufactory has estab- 
lished a branch factory in Ohio to make a 
tractor fitted to the small farm. They say 
that they have perfected a machine which 
the owner of a small farm may purchase 
and operate on a paying basis. 

But thus far the farm tractor does not 

seem to co-ordinate with the small farm. 
Inherently the tractor is the exponent of 
big farming. To endeavor to fit the machine 
to the small farm seem#@ like a step back- 
ward. It doesn’t seem to suit the téndency 
of the age. 
The thing to do in the premises would be 
for the farmer to fit his farm to the ma- 
chine. If he cannot own a big farm let him 
co-operate with his neighboring smal)! farm- 
ers that they may collectively own and op- 
erate a good-sized tractor—say a forty-horse- 
power. 

Or he can make arrangements with the 
owner of some neighboring big farm who 
owns a tractor to do the heavy part of the 
work. 

Another expedient is in sight, and that is 
community farming. Of course, that idea is 
a little new in this country, but has been 
made a success by many of the farmers of 
Italy. 

Of course, it would look like a funny 
stunt for a neighborhood of small farmers 
to remove their line fences and operate all 
the little farms as one big one; but it might 


possibly come to that sometime. 


SHEARING WAGE | 
DISPUTE SETTLED. 


PHOENIX (Ariz.)—The strike of mactine 
sheep shearers at four large camps pear 
Wickenburg is over, according to a promi- 
nent flock master just returned from that 
locality. “The men happened to be in the 
right,” he said. “Last year there was arree- 
ment that the shearers were to have in- 
creased compensation if they came to Art- 
zona and most of the sheep owners stood 
by the bargain. Those who did mot have 
had a little trouble .In getting their sheep 
shorn.” Not all the camps engaged the 
vrofessionals, however. Several of them 
are understood to have secured shearers 
from Navajo county who sheared at 15 
cents a head. 

The shearing rate this season was set at 
21% cents a head. The shearers usually 
are professional experts. who bring their 
own power tools and pay their own ex 
pense. The wage return is probably hizher 
than in any other laborious occupation in 
this section, for the day's shearing rarely 
falls below 100 animals to the man and 
may reach 200. The shearing starts in 
Arizona and the experts work northward 
into Montana and Canada, closing with the 
advent of cold weather. Some of them 
make their harvest time longer by going 
to Australia during the northern winter 
season. 


WILL NOT RUSH SEASON. 


PORTERVILLE.—There will be no at- 
tempt this season on the part of the Va- 
lencia orange growers to rush their fruit te 
market, according to local packers. High 
prices, with a keen demand, prevail for 
navels, and because of the comparatively 
short crop of the early fruit the market is 
expected to continue strong. _ No chances 
will be taken on rushing in fruit in suffi- 
cient quantity to break this market. About 
150 cars will be sent out from here, late re- 
ports indicating there has been no com- 
mercial damage due to cold weather.

"Some of the first principles of tractor 
fuel knowledge may be summarized as fol- 
lows: 

A fuel is a substancé containing such 
elements in such a state that, when raised 
to a certain temperature—called the ignit- 
ing point—in the presence of air, wil) unit 
with oxygew and produce heat. 

Crude petroleum in the United States is 
divided into two classes; that from the 
eastern fields, which product is called 
paraffin base petroleum, and that from Pa- 
cific Coast flelds, called asphalt base 
petroleum. In order that its component 
parts may become available for gas engine 
fuel, crude petroleum fs put through a 
process known as fractional distillation, in 
which the vapors given off from the crude 


load sixty pounds for every foot rise in the 
grade. On an 8 per cent. grade the increase 
in the draft load would be 480 pounds. A 
reserve force of nearly 25 per cent. would 
be required in a tractor designed to pull 
thre plows on encountering grades uj; to § 
per cent.

When crude petroleum of the paraffin 
base is distilled, the following products are 
obtained in approximately the proportion 
indicated: Gasoline, 16 per cent... 80 to 60 
degrees Baume: kerosene, 50 per cent., 56 
to 32 degrees Baume, lubricating oils, 15 
per cent.. 32 to 15 degrees, and tar, paraf- 
fin, etc., 19 per cent. 

When the asphalt base crade oil is dis- 
tilled. the following products are obtained, 
in the order named: Gasoline, engine distil- 
late, kerosene, light lubricating  olls, 
asphaltum, fuel oils, medium-bodied cylin- 
der oils, heavy cylinder oils and residue. 

Gasoline is a colorless liquid having a 
density of about 60 degrees, Baume, and 
comparatively easy to vaporize. It is se- 
cured in three ways: by straight distilla- 
tion, by mixing heavier products with con- 
densed gas, and by cracking heavier prod- 
nets by means of heat. 

Distillate is a product obtained tn large 
quantities from California petroleum. It 
is heavier than gasoline and does not 
vaporize so readily. The Baume gravity of 
distillate varies from 48 to 52 degrees. In 
the use of distillate in tractors, priming or 
starting with gasoline ig generally, neces- 
sary. 

Kerosene is obtained in large quantities 
from eastern crudes) Tt is heavier than 
distillate and does not vaporize readily. Hot 
air must be used with this product and the 
tractor manifold kept hot to prevent con- 


C. J. Gardner of Santa Ana, a practical 
farmer-mechanic, has received letters pat- 
ent on a bean harvester, and has a plant of 
his own that is turning out the harvesters 
as attachments to tractors.
